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EXPENSE  GUIDELINES 

Louisiana  Conference  Executive  Committee 
United  Methodist  Women 
(Amended  9/85) 


United  Methodist  Women  recognize  the  need  to  be  an  inclusive  group  and  to  have 
elected  leaders  who  represent  a diversity  of  age,  race,  economic  background, 
and  status  of  employment.  To  make  this  possible,  a Budget  for  Conference 
Administration  and  Membership  Development  is  approved  annually  to  provide 
expenses  for  those  chosen  to  serve  in  leadership  positions.  The  following 
guidelines  for  reimbursement  (along  with  the  Conference  Budget)  seek  to  expand 
the  concept  of  what  it  means  to  be  in  mission. 

Expense  vouchers  are  available  from  the  conference  treasurer  and  should  be 
filled  out  in  full  when  applying  for  reimbursement  and  submitted  to  the  conference 
president,  secretary  and  treasurer.  Expenses  for  specific  meetings  should  be 
turned  in  at  the  close  of  that  meeting,  if  possible,  or  not  later  than  the  next 
week.  Expense  vouchers  should  be  submitted  within  the  quarter  which  the  expense 
occurs  when  possible. 

Leaders  are  advised  to  submit  all  legitimate  expenses  for  doing  their  job  well. 

If  someone  cares  to  donate  supplies  or  services  which  normally  would  be  covered 
under  these  guidelines,  please  submit  those  charges  and  then  endorse  the  check 
(or  refund  part  of  it)  directly  to  the  conference  treasurer. 

Conference  officers  are  asked  to  pay  their  own  registration  fees  to  Conference 
events  without  reimbursement.  She  is  often  expected  to  pay  her  own  room,  meal, 
and  travel  expenses  and  then  turn  that  amount  in  for  reimbursement.  If  this 
arrangement  causes  personal  hardship,  a cash  advance  to  cover  expected  costs 
may  be  requested  from  the  conference  treasurer. 

Every  call  letter  or  written  announcement  of  upcoming  events  requiring  "official 
participation"  of  conference  leaders  shall  mention  further  specific  plans  for 
financial  arrangements  not  delineated  herein  (such  as  whether  the  individual 
leaders  will  pay  or  sign  for  meals  and  lodging). 

The  following  limitations  should  be  noted: 

A . Travel  Expenses 

1.  Thirteen  (13)  cents  per  mile  shall  be  allowed  for  travel  by  car. 

When  a van  is  used  with  six  (6)  or  more  people  in  the  pool,  mileage 
will  be  paid  at  25$  a mile.  No  mileage  will  be  paid  to  anyone  who 
chooses  not  to  carpool.  Any  exceptions  will  be  voted  on  by  the 
Conference  Administrative  Committee.  When  district  and  conference 
officers  travel  together  with  expenses  provided  by  their  respective 
organizations,  they  shall  submit  pro  rata  shares  of  the  expenses 

of  these  groups.  Other  riders  shall  assume  their  share  of  the 
expense . 

2.  Lodging  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $10  per  person  per  day. 

Meals  may  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $12.50  per  person  per  day 
(to  be  divided  between  meals  as  desired).  Meals  for  events  that 
are  less  than  one  day  will  be  reimbursed  at  a rate  up  to  $2.50  for 
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breakfast,  $4.00  for  lunch,  and  $6.00  for  dinner.  When  an  event  is 
held  at  a pre-selected  site  where  these  guidelines  are  inadequate, 
meals  may  be  reimbursed  as  follows:  $2.50  for  breakfast,  $5.50  for 
lunch  and  $7.00  for  dinner. 

B.  Officers  Resources 


Materials  which  are  necessary  for  information  and  execution  of  your  job 
(such  as  Service  Center  publications)  may  be  purchased  and  become  the 
property  of  the  Conference  organization.  Most  of  this  materials  should 
be  maintained  in  the  files  you  keep  and  pass  on  to  successors.  Utmost 
care  should  be  taken  that  we  do  not  needlessly  duplicate  materials  which 
cover  overlapping  concerns  of  other  leaders. 

C . Operating  Expenses 

Postage,  office  supplies,  mimeographing  charges,  long  distance  telephone 
charges,  and  other  miscellaneoqs  charges  are  allowable.  Receipts  for 
these  expenses  are  to  be  attached  to  the  voucher.  The  use  of  professional 
secretarial  services  and  large  numbers  of  xerox  copies  are  discouraged.

MINUTES  - Sally  Turner,  Secretary,  read  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee 
meeting  held  on  September  19,  1985.  The  minutes  were  corrected  under  TREASURER , 
second  paragraph,  to  read,  "The  School  of  Christian  Mission  went  under  budget 
by  $1285.03."  (under  budget  rather  than  over  budget) 

TREASURER'S  REPORT  - Judy  Rountree,  Treasurer,  reported  that  the  1985  Pledge 
to  Missions  was  met  and  overpaid  by  $1,320.15  for  a total  of  $227,070.51. 

Total  giving  in  1985  was  $319,933.37  with  $264,548.07  being  in  undesignated 
gifts  and  $55,385.30  in  designated.  Conference  A&MD  expenses  totalled  $37,901.51 
requiring  16.6%  from  the  pledge.  District  treasurers  returned  $2,609.05  of 
District  A&MD  funds.  Each  district  was  commended  for  its  mission  work. 

Districts  have  received  one-half  of  their  A&MD  budgets  for  a total  of  $6,282.50. 
The  January  issue  of  the  newsletter  was  published  and  mailed  for  $1,147.90. 
Assembly  funds  of  $5,865.00  have  been  disbursed.  Conference  insurance  with 
Mutual  Security  Life  has  been  renewed  at  the  same  rate  as  last  year. 

The  current  balance  in  the  Conference  checking  account  was  $2,819.08  drawing 
5 interest.  The  money  market  account  paying  the  base  rate  of  treasury  bills 
less  1.5%  was  $20,054.58.  Two  certificates  of  deposit  invested  at  7.8%  total 
$16,220.43.  Assets  totalled  $39,094.09. 

PRESIDENT  - President  Janelle  McCammon  stated,  "God's  call  throughout  the  ages 
has  always  been  to  serve.  We  are  here  because  we  have  heard  that  call  and  are 
striving  to  answer  it  in  keeping  with  His  direction  and  our  abilities." 

Janelle  attended  the  Women's  Division  Meeting  in  New  York  in  October  and  shared 
in  their  celebration  of  100  Years  in  Mission.  Thirty-three  of  the  one  hundred 
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women  in  mission  chosen  for  special  recognition  were  there,  including  Virginia 
Laskey.  Five  Louisiana  women  were  among  the  hundred  chosen  in  the  list 
published . 

Janelle,  Sally  Turner,  and  Pat  Cobb  attended  the  New  Officers'  Training  Event 
in  New  York  in  December.  The  dedication  and  hard  work  of  the  staff  and  Women's 
Division  Directors  were  most  impressive.  Representing  Conference  United 
Methodist  Women  the  President  has  attended  meetings  of  Conference  boards  and 
agencies  as  well  as  "Conference  UMW  committees. 

Eighty  women  from  Louisiana  have  registered  for  the  Assembly  in  Anaheim. 

The  evaluation  reports  this  year  concentrated  on  goals  set  for  the  Centennial 
observation.  One  hundred  percent  reporting  and  more  accurate  accounting  will 
give  a true  and  complete  picture  of  our  work. 

Reports  indicate  membership  in  the  Conference  currently  is  12,613.  Last  year 
it  was  12,551  - a gain  of  only  62  members  (2  of  1%).  There  was  a growth  in 
new  members  but  a loss  of  68A. 

The  number  completing  one  or  more  reading  programs  was  312  - this  was  an 
increase  of  60  over  198A. 

Contributions  to  the  Centennial  Fund  grew  from  57  units  contributing  in  1983 
to  72  in  198A  to  79  in  1985  and  the  amount  from  $2208  to  $3A28  to  $3919. 

161  units  reported  a Centennial  observance  and  101  set  Centennial  goals.  Eight 
districts  reported  Centennial  celebrations. 

Units  increasing  their  undesignated  pledge  giving  by  at  least  5%  were  105  in 
1983,  126  in  198A,  and  97  in  1983.  Only  51  units  reported  a program  on  Women 
and  Personal  Finance.  151  units  reported  spending  the  largest  amount  on  pledge 
sent  to  the  District,  57  units  spent  more  on  local  mission,  and  13  reported 
spending  most  for  administration  and  membership  development. 

Janelle  noted:  "In  this  past  year  we  have  made  gains;  we  have  also  sustained 
losses.  As  I pray  for  you  each  day  and  the  work  we  do,  it  is  my  special  prayer 
that  1986  will  find  us  'about  our  Father's  business'  with  total  commitment  and 
hard  work." 

COORDINATOR  REPORTS  - Reports  are  on  file  from  each  coordinator,  including 
details  of  the  following  highlights: 

CHRISTIAN  PERS0NH00D  - Ella  Mae  Custer,  Conference  Coordinator,  reported  that 
the  district  coordinators  set  main  objective  to  utilize  all  available  materials 
to  enhance  growth  spiritually  and  develop  a creative  supportive  fellowship 
involving  all  women  on  the  local  level  - to  make  this  a banner  year  throughout 
the  Louisiana  Conference. 

CHRISTIAN  GLOBAL  CONCERNS  - Johnnye  Butler,  Conference  Coordinator,  reported 
that  DELT  was  very  productive.  Brainstorming  produced  ways  to  challenge  and 
motivate  more  units  to  become  involved  in  providing  a strong  and  powerful  goal 
in  working  the  "Excellence  of  Study".  Each  coordinator  of  global  concerns 
realized  that  mission  is  not  just  a program,  but  it  is  the  heart  of  the  gospel, 
taking  the  good  news  to  all  the  world. 

CHRISTIAN  SOCIAL  INVOLVEMENT  - Taylor  Phillips,  Conference  Coordinator,  reported 
that  the  district  coordinators  set  the  following  goals:  (1)  encourage  more 
team  work  as  a mission  team,  (2)  have  at  least  one  program  in  each  district 
using  the  booklet,  "Opening  Doors  to  Racial  Understanding",  and  (3)  encourage 
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local  women  to  become  involved  in  issues  that  affect  women,  children  and 
elderly.  Taylor  has  accepted  an  invitation  from  the  Women's  Division  to  the 
National  Impact  Conference  in  Washington,  D.C.,  March  16-19,  1986. 

SUPPORTIVE  COMMUNITY  - Madge  Lewis,  Conference  Coordinator,  pointed  out  that 
United  Methodist  Women  need  to  be  supportive  of  Sunday  schools  and  begin 
mission  education  of  our  youngsters  and  not  wait  until  they  are  young  adults. 

She  commented  that  being  supportive  means  to  extend  knowledge  about  the 
organization  and  exactly  what  it  is  doing  here  and  abroad. 

FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Barbara  Woods,  Secretary  for  Financial  Interpretation, 
reported  on  mailings  for  promotion  for  Assembly  offering,  mission  candles,  and 
retiring  officers'  fund.  Plans  are  in  progress  for  a financial  workshop  to  be 
held  at  School  of  Christian  Mission  for  financial  interpreters.  Barbara  will 
coordinate  with  other  conference  financial  interpreters  for  an  information 
exchange  at  Regional  School. 

MEMBERSHIP  - Pat  Cobb,  Chairperson  of  Committee  on  Membership,  reported  that 
two  new  units  were  organized  in  late  1985  in  the  New  Orleans/Slidell  District: 
PROBE  ministry  and  New  Orleans  East.  Responses  to  UMW  Sunday  have  been 
enthusiastic  and  have  demonstrated  a great  deal  of  creativity.  A booklet  of 
suggestions,  songs,  etc.  will  be  compiled  and  available  to  local  units  for  a 
nominal  charge  to  cover  costs.  (Distribution  could  be  at  School  of  Christian 
Mission  or  Annual  Meeting.) 

PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lueburda  Myers,  Secretary  of  Program  Resources,  reported 
the  activities  she  engaged  in  as  part  of  her  duties.  They  included  ordering 
resources,  mailing  materials  requested  by  district  secretaries,  communicating 
with  district  counterparts,  and  supplied  updated  information  to  Service  Center 
and  Regional  School.  Ideas  for  future  studies  should  be  given  to  Lueburda. 

NOMINATIONS  - Committee  on  Nominations  will  have  a meeting  following  this 
meeting  to  work  on  nominations. 

DISTRICT  REPORTS:  Reports  are  on  file  from  each  district  including  details  of 
the  following  highlights. 

Alexandria  District  - Winderlean  Lewis,  District  President,  reported  that  two 
special  task  groups  have  been  appointed  to  (1)  write  the  history  of  the 
Alexandria  District  UMW  and  (2)  organize,  maintain,  and  display  a scrapbook  of 
district  as  well  as  local  church  activities.  This  district  will  host  the 
Conference  Annual  UMW  Meeting,  September  19-20,  1986. 

BATON  ROUGE/ HAMMOND  DISTRICT  - Alice  Story,  District  President,  announced  the 
following  goals  for  her  district:  (1)  to  encourage  good  stewardship  of  funds, 

(2)  to  increase  membership  by  5%,  (3)  to  increase  participation  in  studies, 
and  (A)  to  encourage  participation  in  the  Reading  Program.  An  overnight 
retreat  is  planned  for  April  A and  5 at  Feliciana  Retreat  Center. 

BATON  ROUGE/ LAFAYETTE  DISTRICT  - Lillian  Soileau,  District  President,  stated 
that  district  officers  are  being  urged  to  communicate  with  their  counterparts 
in  local  units.  Special  emphasis  has  ben  given  to  use  of  the  Bible  and  other 
spiritual  resources  as  well  as  other  materials  for  planning  training  sessions 
and  programs. 

LAKE  CHARLES  DISTRICT  - Betty  Carlin,  District  President,  reported  that  in 
1985  LELT  and  district  meeting  were  held  on  same  day  - officers'  training  in 
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the  morning,  sack  lunch  at  noon,  and  annual  meeting  in  afternoon.  The  district 
experienced  100%  reporting. 

MONROE  DISTRICT  - Mary  Pollard,  District  President,  expressed  that  attendance 
at  all  district  events  had  been  good  because  they  were  held  in  .churches  near 
the  center  of  the  district.  New  units  were  formed  at  Faith  United  Methodist 
Church,  Winnsboro  United  Methodist  Church,  and  Beouf  Pairie  and  several  new 
circles  were  organized.  Primary  goal  is  to  find  new  ways  to  service  the 
district . 

NEW  ORLEANS/HOUMA  DISTRICT  - Helen  Bailey  Johnson,  District  President,  reported 
the  adoption  of  a District  Heartline  for  Prayer  Requests  - this  is  done  through 
a calling  committee;  purpose  is  to  know  each  other's  needs  and  to  pray  for 
each  other.  A social  involvement  workshop,  "Women  In  Crisis",  has  been  planned 
for  March  15. 

NEW  ORLEANS/ SLIDELL  DISTRICT  - Jackie  Morgan,  District  President,  reported 
that  following  the  District  Annual  Meeting,  an  afternoon  session  on  time 
management  was  led  by  Acquaneeta  Reiss-Mullen . Goals  set  for  1986  were:  (1) 
to  emphasize  leadership  training  for  local  units,  (2)  to  work  as  a team  on  the 
district  level,  (3)  to  increase  membership  and  financial  support  by  activating 
inactive  units,  and  (4)  to  update  district  standing  rules  to  comply  with 
conference  standing  rules. 

RUSTON  DISTRICT  - Judy  Greer,  District  President,  reported  that  her  district 
has  consistently  had  excellent  participation.  The  goals  and  objectives  for 
1986  are  set  forth  by  fulfilling  the  purpose  of  UMW  to  know  God.  Specific 
actions  were  designated  for  achieving  goals  and  objectives. 

SHREVEPORT  DISTRICT  _ Ola  McNaughton,  District  President,  announced  two  special 
information  seminars  to  be  held  March  1 and  4 with  same  format  for  each.  The 
treasurer  and  financial  interpreter  will  have  session  on  "Where  the  Money 
Goes"  and  the  chairperson  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  will  address  the 
responsibility  and  duties  of  serving,  etc.  Goals  set  for  1986  were  (1) 
revitalize  inactive  and  establish  new  units,  (2)  challenge  every  local  UMW 
member  to  memorize  the  PURPOSE,  (3)  re-emphasize  that  the  purpose  of  UMW  is 
mission  and  understanding  what  mission  is,  and  (4)  called  to  grow  by  attending 
retreats,  studies,  and  programs  at  the  conference,  district  and  local  levels. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROGRAM  - Norma  Winegeart  presented  the  following  goals  for  1986: 

Be  obedient  to  the  biblical  mandate  for  mission  through 

- spiritual  growth 

- study  and  use  of  resources 

- involvement  of  women  of  various  ages,  interests,  races  and  employment 

- education  of  membership  to  expand  concepts  of  mission,  outreach  and 
action 

- financial  interpretation  and  stewardship 

- caring  for  and  supporting  each  other. 

Judy  Sandlin  sent  a report  on  the  1985  Annual  Meeting  held  at  Asbury  United 
Methodist  Church,  Lafayette.  Highlights  of  the  program  were  Carolyn  Marshall, 
president  of  the  Women's  Division;  Nell  Read's  witness  and  the  words  of  her 
pastor;  Bishop  Underwood's  Communion  message;  the  local  arangements;  Carolyn 
Brannon's  worship  segments;  Betty  Ferrington  and  Alice  Story's  music  leadership; 
the  Prayer  Calendar  skit,  etc. 

Georgie  Dunbar,  chairperson,  sent  a report  on  the  District  Elected  Leaders 
Training  event  that  was  held  on  October  19,  1985,  at  First  United  Methodist 
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Church,  Pineville.  One  hundred  people  attended.  $1200  was  budgeted  for  this 
event  and  expenses  were  8<t  over' budget.  Requests  were  made  for  more  time  with 
officer  groups,  and  some  concern  was  expressed  for  better  preparation  in  some 
officer  sessions.  Appreciation  was  expressed  for  Estelle  Dameron's  presentation 
on  "Leadership".  Most  districts  utilized  the  time  allotted  to  complete  details 
for  district  leadership  to  train  local  officers.  It  was  desirable  to  have 
this  at  the  close  of  the  schedule  so  that  district  groups  traveling  by  van 
could  travel  and  meet  at  the  same  time,  or  if  a district  did  not  desire  to 
meet  they  would  be  free  to  leave  for  home. 

The  idea  of  printing  a book  in  honor  of  100  outstanding  women  in  mission  in 
Louisiana  had  been  proposed.  After  much  consideration  and  since  no  funds  had 
been  budgeted,  it  was  recommended  that  the  conference  not  proceed  with  the 
project.  The  Annual  Meeting  plans  to  honor  the  five  who  were  selected  by  the 
Women's  Division  as  a spin-off  of  the  Assembly  celebration. 

The  Committee  on  Program  recommended  approval  of  Mary  Margaret  Burris  to  chair 
the  1987  Retreat.  On  motion  by  Norma  Winegeart  and  seconded  by  Johnny  Butler, 
the  Committee  unanimously  approved  the  selection  of  Mary  Margaret  Burris  to 
chair  the  1987  Retreat.  The  President  will  appoint  the  remaining  members  of 
the  task  force  which  will  meet  in  the  spring  of  this  year. 

FINANCE  COMMITTEE  - Judy  Rountree  reported  that  the  Finance  Committee  will 
meet  in  April  to  set  budget  - would  like  to  have  meeting  when  Executive 
Committee  meets.  Handouts  for  (1)  Expense  Guidelines  and  (.2)  Options  for 
Offerings  were  distributed. 

MEMBERS  COMMITTEE  - No  report.  Committee  will  meet  April  5. 

ANNUAL  REPORT/DIRECTORY  - Evelyn  Evans  sent  word  that  directories  should  be 
ready  next  week. 

SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  - Report  will  be  given  tomorrow. 

CHURCH  WOMEN  UNITED  ASSEMBLY  - The  assembly  will  be  held  in  the  First  United 
Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  on  March  14  and  15. 

REGIONAL  SCHOOL  - To  be  addressed  in  session  tomorrow. 

PLACE  OF  ANNUAL  MEETING  - The  President  appointed  Sally  Turner,  Lueburda  Myers, 
and  Ola  McNaughton  to  determine  site  in  Shreveport  District  for  the  1987  Annual 
Meeting . 

PELT  - Committee  will  meet  in  June.  Schedule  will  be  prepared  to  allow 
additional  time  in  officers'  training  session. 

1987  RETREAT  - Mary  Margaret  Burris  and  task  force  will  meet  in  the  spring. 

UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  ASSEMBLY  - Committee  agreed  the  delegates  from  Louisiana 
should  wear  name  tags.  The  motion  was  made  by  Lueburda  Myers  and  seconded  by 
Wilderlean  Lewis  that  each  district  be  responsible  for  providing  name  tags  for 
those  attending  from  that  district.  The  motion  carried. 

Gifts  from  local  units  for  assembly  offering  should  be  channeled  through 
Conference  treasurer. 
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HISTORIAN  - Dorothy  D.  Abraham  reported  that  several  additions  have  been  made 
to  the  Conference  scrapbook:  photograph  of  banner  displayed  at  1983  Annual 
Meeting  in  Baton  Rouge,  snapshots  of  1985  Annual  Meeting,  and  newspaper 
clippings  from  the  Louisiana  Methodist. 

EDITOR  - Nancy  Carruth  had  extra  newsletters  available  for  distribution.  She 
requested  district  presidents  to  ask  secretaries  to  send  original  labels  back 
to  her  and  noted  the  importance  of  proper  preparation  of  lists  and  labels. 

She  also  expressed  concern  about  accuracy  and  completeness  of  lists  from 
districts . 

PUBLICITY/ PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Lou  Alexander  stated  that  the  gambling  and 
lottery  issue  remains  and  alertness  and  vigilance  should  continue.  United 
Methodist  Women  should  contact  legislators  by  telephone  or  personal  letter  to 
let  them  know  we  oppose  this  critical  issue  facing  Louisiana. 

The  Committee  adjourned  for  the  evening  and  reconvened  Saturday  morning  with 
songs  of  worship  and  praise. 

NEW  OFFICER  TRAINING  EVENT  - Janelle  McCammon,  Sally  Turner,  and  Pat  Cobb 
attended  NOTE  in  New  York  in  December.  Each  reported  on  the  inspiration, 
training  and  fellowship  as  well  as  sharing  new  experiences  with  directors  and 
staff  of  Women's  Division. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS  TRAINING  - This  event  was  held  at  the  Ramada  O' Hare 
Inn  near  Chicago,  Illinois  on  November  15-17,  1985.  Mary  L.  Parker,  Elizabeth 
Lowrey,  and  Idelle  Simms  attended.  Elected  members  of  the  Conference  Committee 
on  Nominations  are  a vital  force  in  the  organization. 

UNITED  NATIONS  - Audrey  Milo,  Regional  UN  Interpreter,  explained  her  duties 
and  responsibilities  as  United  Nations  interpreter.  Her  eight  year  term  began 
January  1,  1986.  She  explained  that  the  purpose  of  the  United  Nations  is 
world  peace.  She  will  honor  requests  for  speaking  engagements;  however, 
expenses  must  be  paid  since  no  funds  are  budgeted  at  this  time. 

BOARD  OF  GLOBAL  MINISTRIES  - Maryruth  Nickels  requested  that  mailings  (minutes, 
newsletters,  mailings  to  counterparts,  etc.)  be  sent  to  her  - P.  0.  Box  840, 
Nashville,  Tennessee  37202. 

Her  two  involvements  currently  are  "Share  the  Vision"  and  serving  as  coordinator 
for  the  committee  of  ecumenical  events.

Committee/Task  groups;  Each  Committee/Task  Group  is  allowed  one  meeting 
per  year  at  conference  expense,  following  guidelines.  Other  meetings 
may  be  held  in  connection  with  other  events,  as  needed.  (Use  common 
sense  about  entire  group  meeting  - if  not  already  in  attendance  at  the 
"other  event" . ) 

Committee  on  Nominations:  Only  the  chairperson  is  a mejpber  of  the 
Conference  Executive  Committee,  Only  the  chairperson  is  to  attend  DELT 
- to  train  District  chairpersons.  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
shall  attend  the  Conference  Mid-Year  Executive  Cominitte©  meeting,  the 
Spring  meeting  of  tfr#  Committee  on  Nominations,  and  one  School  of  Christian 
Mission  at  conference  expense,  following  conference  guidelines  not  from 
School  of  Christian  Mission  budget,  (The  Committee  on  Nominations  did  not 
feel  that  they  were  "due"  attending  School  of  Christian  Mission;  however, 
the  Executive  Committee  feels  they  are  elected  by  the  conference  and  should 
atend  one  school.  The  Finance  Committee  will  discuss  this  April  5,  1986.) 

Estelle  Dameron  Scholarship;  The  scholarship  requirements  need  to  rewritten 
by  the  Committee  on  Membership. 

School  of  Christian  Mission:  Conference  members  serving  as  audio-visual 
staff  and  music  leaders  wj.ll  have  their  room,  board,  and  travel  expenses 
paid  by  the  Conference.  Such  staff  persons  coming  from  out-of-state  will 
be  paid  an  hohorarium,  room,  board,  travel,  and  registration.  Assistant 
Dean  shall  be  elected  from  current  members  of  School  Committee  and  should 
be  elected  no  later  than  preceding  school.  Being  Assistant  Dean  does  not 
guarantee  becoming  Bean. 

Regional  Sch<^}»  The  Finance  Committee  was  requested  tb  write  a statement 
concerning  car  pool  travel  allowance.  Conference  leaders  must  travel  in 
car  pool  whan  travailing  or  otherwise  receive  pro  rata  expense  of  car  pool. 

Annual  Meeting  Program  Task  Group:  The  motion  was  made  by  Norma  Winegeart 
and  seconded  by  Taylor  Phillips  that  the  conference  treasurer  be  added  to 
the  membership  list  of  the  Group.  The  motion  carried. 

Standing  Rules  needs  to  revise  wording  from  "Committee"  to  "Task  Group" 
and  from  "Vice-chairperson"  to  "Assistant  Chairperson".  The  chairperson 
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shall  be  a member  of  the  Committee  on  Program  and  shall  attend  and  report 
to  same.  She  and  the  local  chairperson  shall  attend  the  Executive  Committee 
meeting  held  on  the  evening  prior  to  Annual  Meeting. 

Retreats : Norma  Winegeart  has  written  guidelines  for  the  current  retreat 

using  information  included  in  projected  guidelines  and  policies. 

FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION  - Barbara  Woods  pointed  out  that  the  Conference  pledge 
is  $237,050  and  A&MD  is  $48,047  - totaling  $285,097.  She  explained  that  18% 
of  the  pledge  is  $42,669  which  means  the  Conference  needs  an  additional  $5,378 
(budget  supplement). 

A detailed  diagram  was  drawn  showing  where  the  money  goes  - emphasizing  that 
all  United  Methodist  Women  need  instruction  and  stressing  that  the  budget  should 
reflect  the  purpose  of  the  organization.  Undesignated  giving  gets  our  resources 
where  they  are  needed. 

School  of  Mission  offering  should  go  into  undesignated  giving  - this  would 
put  money  where  it  could  best  be  utilized  at  the  present.  Specific  projects 
should  be  highlighted. 

Also,  offerings  from  District  Annual  meetings  should  be  sent  to  the  Conference 
treasurer  - send  as  undesignated  but  may  highlight. 

Judy  Rountree  advised  that  District  money  may  be  spent  but  be  spent  wisely 
so  we  can  grow  and  be  in  mission. 

Also,  expense  guidelines  need  to  be  reviewed  and  expenses  shall  be  submitted 
within  the  quarter  in  which  it  was  spent. 

OLD  BUSINESS: 

Lueburda  Myers  addressed  the  guideline  concerning  requested  mailings.  The 
Committee  agreed  that  requested  materials  could  be  sent  - advising  the  District 
that  the  recipient  must  pay  cost  of  postage  and  handling  since  Conference  funds 
are  not  available  for  this  expense. 

District  Presidents  should  advise  Secretaries  of  Program  Resources  to  pay  for 
materials  ordered  and  to  return  unused  materials  within  the  designated  period. 

NEW  BUSINESS: 

The  motion  was  made  by  Judy  Rountree  and  seconded  by  Barbara  Woods  that  the 
Finance  Committee  and  the  Financial  Interpreters  meet  in  July  at  the  School 
of  Christian  Mission.  The  motion  carried.  (They  will  carpool  with  Conference 
officers,  District  presidents,  and  school  staff.  Expenses  will  be  paid  for 
a night's  lodging  in  Centenary  dormitory  and  meals.) 

Barbara  Woods  requested  that  all  District  Presidents  plan  a special  pledge 
service  for  District  Annual  Meeting  - need  special  action  not  just  reporting. 

Pledge  services  and  materials  are  available  and  can  be  secured  from  Barbara 
Woods . 

Lueburda  Myers  requested  that  if  the  Louisiana  Conference  has  any  special  concerns, 
such  as,  study  themes,  etc.,  for  the  1986  or  1987  meetings  that  they  be  expressed 
to  her. 

There  being  no  further  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  and  closed  with  prayer.

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist 
Women  met  July  14,  1986,  in  the  South  Cafeteria,  Centenary  College,  Shreveport, 
at  7:00  p.m.  The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Janelle  McCammon,  president. 

Present  for  the  meeting  were  Janelle  McCammon,  Norma  Winegeart,  Judy 
Rountree,  Barbara  Woods,  Sally  Turner,  Lottie  Palazzo,  Taylor  Phillips,  Margaret 
Burris,  Emily  Wiley,  Ella  Mae  Custer,  Johnnye  Butler,  Judy  Greer,  Mary  Margaret 
Barr,  Jane  Humble,  Madge  Lewis,  Ola  McNaughton,  Lou  Alexander,  Alice  Story, 

Mary  Pollard,  Seola  Callahan,  Betty  Carlin,  Marilyn  Ray,  Winderlean  Lewis,  Pat 
Cobb,  and  Helen  Bailey  Johnson. 

OPENING  - Janelle  McCammon  led  the  group  in  a meditation  by  using  Psalm  8 
to  project  the  theme  of  the  1986  School  of  Christian  Mission,  "God's  Creation  -- 
Human  Responsibility".  She  reminded  us  that  God  created  the  earth  and  he  is 
the  ruler  of  it;  and  because  he  is  still  in  control,  there  is  hope  and  joy  as 
we  are  entrusted  by  Him  with  the  human  responsibility  to  do  His  work. 

APPOINTMENTS  - Mary  Margaret  Barr  and  Alice  Story  were  appointed  to  review 
the  minutes. 

MINUTES  - The  motion  was  made  by  Betty  Carlin  and  seconded  by  Winderlean 
Lewis  that  the  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  held  on  February  14- 
15,  1986,  be  approved  as  printed  and  mailed  to  members  of  the  Committee.  The 
motion  carried  unanimously. 

CORRESPONDENCE  - Janelle  received  a letter  from  Estelle  Dameron.  In  her 
letter  Estelle  expressed  her  love  and  appreciation  to  the  Conference  United 
Methodist  Women  for  the  honor  bestowed  on  her  during  Annual  Conference.  Joyce 
Sohl  wrote  Judy  Rountree,  conference  treasurer,  a letter  relative  to  Irving 
Trust  Company  in  South  Africa.  (All  conference  treasurers  make  deposits  to 
Irving  Trust  Lock  Box  in  New  York.)  Women's  Division  is  currently  in  dialogue 
with  Irving  Trust  requesting  that  they  do  not  make  loans  to  banks  and  others 
in  the  private  sector  until  Apartheid  is  dismantled.  Conference  treasurers 
were  asked  to  write  letters  in  opposition  to  these  loans  and  Judy  read  her 
excellent  letter  in  compliance  with  this  request. 

RETREAT  - Margaret  Burris,  chairperson  of  the  Conference  Retreat,  reviewed 
plans  for  the  1987  Retreat  to  be  held  at  Seashore  Assembly  Center,  Biloxi, 
Mississippi,  on  March  27,  28  and  29,  1987.  The  theme  will  be  "Standing  from  a 
Kneeling  Position"  based  on  the  scripture,  Matthew  15:  21-28.  Reverend  Rosemary 
Brown  will  be  the  leader. 

Copies  of  the  following  reports  are  on  file  with  the  president,  vice 
president,  and  secretary. 

PRESIDENT  - Janelle  McCammon  stated  that  the  work  of  United  Methodist 
Women  is  designed  to  keep  one  inspired,  informed,  and  active.  As  a representative 
on  several  conference  boards  and  agencies,  she  attended  meetings  of  the  Council 
on  Ministries,  the  Nomination  Committee  of  the  Conference,  the  Board  of  the 
Methodist  Children's  Home  in  Ruston,  and  Annual  Conference.  She  attended  the 
Assembly  of  Church  Women  United  held  at  First  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Alexandria . 
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Janelle  reported  that  78  women  from  Louisiana  attended  the  Assembly  in 
Anaheim.  The  8670  Methodist  women  heard  the  poignant  stories  by  women  from  the 
West  Indies,  South  Africa,  the  Phillipines,  Mexico,  Central  America,  Korea, 

South  America,  and  the  United  States  as  they  spoke  of  their  deep  personal 
experiences,  their  pain,  persecution,  and  distress.  Yet  through  it  all  they 
revealed  the  constant,  abiding  faith  that  motivated  them  to  give  their  lives 
in  efforts  motivated  toward  justice,  peace,  unity,  and  hope. 

The  Regional  School  of  Christian  Mission  held  in  Oklahoma  City,  June  15- 
20,  was  excellent  and  attended  by  all  members  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  team 
eligible  to  attend. 

VICE  PRESIDENT  - Norma  Winegeart  spoke  to  the  importance  of  scheduling 
committee  meetings  to  avoid  conflicts  for  committee  members  - suggesting  a 
staggered  schedule  or  one  committee  meet  on  a separate  day.  She  discussed  the 
compilation  of  the  conference  policies  and  guidelines.  The  Guidelines  Task 
Group  referred  their  findings  to  the  Committee  on  Standing  Rules.  Standing 
rules  are  for  the  conference  as  a whole  and  are  voted  on  during  Annual  Meeting. 
Guidelines  are  primarily  by  and  for  the  members  of  the  Executive  Committee  and 
may  be  changed  by  the  same  group. 

TREASURER  - Judy  Rountree  reported  that  $10,473.56  (42%  of  pledge)  has 
been  paid.  The  Administration  and  Membership  Development  budget  expenditure 
equals  $18,678.90  or  39%.  The  current  balance  in  the  checking  account  is 
$16,407.08  and  a total  in  savings  of  $36,597.30.  Interest  earned  has  been 
$1,751.35.  Louisiana  United  Methodist  Women  contributed  $2800.00  to  the 
Assembly  Fund.  At  midpoint  of  the  year  four  districts  have  paid  50%  of  their 
pledge  to  mission.  The  other  five  have  paid  40%.  Each  district  has  received 
3/4  of  their  AStMD  budget.  As  our  economy  has  tightened  so  has  our  receipts. 
Gifts  to  Conference  A&MD  is  $600.00  below  last  year  with  Special  Membership 
Recognition  Pins  and  Gifts  to  Mission  about  $300.00  less  this  quarter.  In 
order  to  have  42%  of  the  pledge  paid,  no  monies  were  withheld  for  the 
Administration  and  Membership  Development  budget  for  the  third  quarter. 

FINANCIAL  INTERPRETER  - Barbara  Woods  reported  that  a group  of  SFI ' s 
(Secretaries  for  Financial  Interpretation)  are  planning  a great  big  surprise 
in  mission  promotion,  UMMW , which  will  be  announced  in  September. 

MEMBERSHIP  - Pat  Cobb  stated  that  United  Methodist  Women's  Sunday  reporting 
is  up  this  year:  183  compared  to  140  last  year;  however,  this  represents  only 
5d%  of  340  units.  A scrap  book  of  U.M.W.  Sunday  programs,  activities,  etc. 
for  units  reporting  has  been  compiled  and  will  be  on  display  during  the  School. 

At  the  request  of  Maryruth  Nickels,  regional  staff  person,  Pat  wrote  an 
article  on  U.M.W.  Sunday  for  Response  magazine,  but  it  has  not  been  published 
as  of  this  date. 

The  Committee  on  Membership  revised  the  guidelines  for  the  Estelle  Dameron 
Scholarship  to  School  of  Christian  Mission  as  follows: 

1.  The  amount  of  the  scholarship  is  to  be  for  "room  and  board"  instead 
of  a dollar  figure.  Applicants  are  asked  to  pay  for  registration 
and  books. 

2.  The  Scholarship  Fund  Committee  will  consist  of  the  Conference 
President,  Conference  Treasurer,  and  Membership  Chairperson.  (The 
original  designation  of  the  membership  committee  has  proven  to  be 
impractical . )

3.  Previous  recipients  will  be  considered  only  after  first-time 
applicants . 

4.  We  will  continue  to  encourage  those  in  the  following  categories 
to  apply:  women  from  new  units;  young  mothers;  young  women,  under 
35;  minority  women;  seminary  students;  retired  women;  presidents 
of  small  units  (under  10  in  membership);  non-church  members  of  a 
unit;  women  ministers;  and  men. 

Recipients  of  scholarships  for  this  year  total  27:  School  1-12  and 
School  II  - 15.  All  but  four  or  five  are  first-timers,  and  nine  are  under  age 
35. 


PROGRAM  RESOURCES  - Lueburda  Myers  reported  on  her  many  areas  of 
responsibility  not  only  as  Conference  Secretary  of  Program  Resources  but  also 
as  liaison  representative  for  the  1986  Regional  School.  She  will  chair  the 
1987  Regional  School  Worship  and  Music  Committee.  The  studies  for  1987-88  are 
(1)  Peoples  and  Churches  of  the  USSR,  (2)  Toward  Health  and  Wholeness,  and  (3) 
The  Book  of  Acts.  Lueburda  encouraged  the  Executive  Committee  to  consider 
writing  a future  proposal  for  mission  theme.  The  slate  of  conference  officers 
for  1986-87  are  due  to  reach  the  Regional  School  secretary  by  December  1, 

1986. 


MISSION  COORDINATORS  - Mission  Coordinators  Ella  Mae  Custer,  Johnnye 
Butler,  Taylor  Phillips,  and  Madge  Lewis  reported  on  activities  and  areas  of 
responsibility.  Observance  of  the  1986  Peace  with  Justice  Week,  October  lb- 
24,  is  being  encouraged  by  Women's  Division.  The  Coordinator  of  Supportive 
Community  will  be  on  the  Issue  Team  as  recommended  by  the  Women's  Division. 

The  Louisiana  Conference  is  well  ahead  of  other  conferences  in  the  presentation 
of  the  Charter  for  Racial  Justice.  A copy  of  the  film  strip  on  racial/ethnic 
understanding  will  be  purchased  and  placed  in  the  conference  library  and 
advertised  in  the  conference  newsletter. 

SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  - Dean  Lottie  Palazzo  reported  that  the 
faculty  and  staff  for  the  Schools  are  now  complete.  Mrs.  Dora  Hoffman  of  West 
Virginia  and  Mrs.  Betty  Hodges  of  Georgia  will  be  study  leaders  for  "Technology 
in  Tension  with  Human  Values"  as  replacements  for  Mrs.  Barbara  Stauss  and 
Reverend  Don  Cottrill. 

COMMITTEE  ON  NOMINATIONS-  Emily  Wiley,  Chairperson  of  Committee  on 
Nominations,  presented  the  following  nominees  for  election  at  the  Annual 
Meeting :

On  motion  by  Emily  Wiley  and  seconded  by  Johnnye  Butler,  the  Committee 
voted  unanimously  to  accept  the  above  slate  of  nominees  for  election  at  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

PUBLICITY/PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Lou  Alexander  reported  she  has  been  active 
in  opposition  to  the  gambling  issue  and  asked  that  United  Methodist  Women  stay 
informed  on  this  and  other  issues. 

DISTRICT  SHARING  - District  Presidents  shared  the  activities  of  their 
districts  since  the  last  Executive  Committee  meeting.  Ruston  District  attended 
the  "Share  the  Vision,  Say  Yes"  event  at  Mount  Sequoyah  in  Fayetteville, 

Arkansas,  a training  event  for  district  officers.  Other  districts  who  have 
not  attended  have  been  scheduled  to  participate.  Lake  Charles  District  has 
secured  some  permanent  storage  space  for  books  and  records  from  the  District 
Superintendent.  Baton  Rouge/Hammond  reported  a very  successful  overnight 
retreat.  Seven  of  the  nine  districts  reported  holding  retreats.  On  May  20, 

1986,  Marilyn  Ray  assumed  the  presidency  of  the  New  Orleans/Slidell  District 
when  Jackie  Morgan  moved  to  Welch,  Louisiana. 

COMMITTEES 

PROGRAM  - Norma  Winegeart,  chairperson,  presented  the  report.  Calendars 
of  events  were  distributed  and  dates  were  approved.  The  Mid-Year  Executive 
Committee  meeting  will  be  February  20  and  21,  1987.  The  Conference  Retreat 
will  be  held  on  March  27,  28  and  29,  1987.  The  Committees  on  Finance, 

Membership,  and  Nominations  will  meet  on  April  11,  1987.  The  1987  Annual 
Meeting  will  be  September  18-19,  1987,  at  Noel  United  Methodist  Church  in 
Shreveport.  Leadership  for  DELT  was  selected  and  confirmed.  Pat  Cobb  will 
serve  as  chairperson  and  Judy  Rountree  as  assistant  chairperson. 

FINANCE  - Judy  Rountree  reported  on  a successful  meeting  of  the  Finance 
Committee  and  Secretaries  of  Financial  Interpretation  with  some  time  spent  on 
promotion  and  interpretation. 

On  motion  by  Judy  Rountree  and  seconded  by  Johnnye  Butler,  the  recommendation 
of  the  Finance  Committee  that  the  expenses  for  the  Conference  Nominating 
Committee  at  one  school  will  be  paid  from  conference  funds  and  travel  will  be 
included  in  district  carpools  was  approved. 

Acting  upon  the  request  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  the  School  Committee, 
the  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  the  allowance  for  two  cars  from  each 
district  be  funded  from  district  A&MD  budget  beginning  in  1987  and  that  the  $9 
district  officer  subsidy  be  raised  to  $15  next  year  and  re-evaluated  for  the 
following  year  with  a goal  of  $20  set  when  financially  feasible.  On  motion  by 
Winderlean  Lewis  and  seconded  by  Mary  Margaret  Barr,  the  Committee  approved 
the  above  recommendation. 

On  motion  by  Madge  Lewis  and  seconded  by  Norma  Winegeart,  the  Committee 
approved  that  Item  3 on  the  budget  be  changed  from  Church  Women  United  Ecumenical 
Assembly  to  World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women. 

The  motion  was  made  by  Judy  Rountree  and  seconded  by  Lueburda  Myers  that 
the  attached  proposed  budget  as  recommended  by  the  Finance  Committee  be  approved 
for  adoption  at  the  1986  Annual  Meeting.  The  motion  carried. 
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The  treasurer  reported  that  the  pledge  and  A&MD  budget  for  each  district 
will  be  printed  on  the  back  of  the  budget  at  the  Annual  Meeting  so  each  district 
can  have  its  budget  and  pledge  approved. 

At  the  end  of  1985,  $8,711.98  was  retained  in  the  Conference.  A&MD  Gifts 
for  1985  were  $7,766.25.  The  Finance  Committee  recommended  that  this  amount 
be  dedicated  to  the  1987  budget.  Each  year  hereafter  A&MD  Gifts  will  be 
dedicated  to  the  budget  two  years  in  advance  - this  will  help  the  percentage 
retained  from  the  pledge  from  A&MD.  On  motion  by  Judy  Rountree  and  seconded 
by  Mary  Margaret  Barr,  the  above  recommendation  was  approved. 

On  motion  by  Judy  Rountree  and  seconded  by  Sally  Turner,  the  recommendation 
of  the  Finance  Committee  to  dedicate  $1,967.66  of  earned  interest  in  1984  to 
the  1987  budget  and  the  $2,823.47  earned  interest  in  1985  be  dedicated  to  the 
1986  A&MD  budget  was  approved. 

The  Finance  Committee  affirmed  the  proposal  by  Evelyn  Evans  to  change  the 
directory  to  an  85  X 11  format  - resulting  in  cost  reduction  and  quicker 
distribution.  The  final  decision  will  be  made  by  the  Committee  on  Annual 
Report /Directory  with  guidance  from  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  offering  for  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  will  be  undesignated  and 
highlighting  projects  for  hunger,  suffering,  health,  and  nutrition. 

CONSTITUTION,  BYLAWS,  STANDING  RULES  - Mary  Margaret  Barr,  chairperson  of 
the  Committee  on  Standing  Rules,  reported  that  the  Committee  had  met  and 
proposed  the  following  revisions: 

Local  Units  - No  changes. 

United  Methodist  Women  in  the  District 

Deletion:  2.  If  the  District  elects  an  associate  treasurer  for  Financial 

Interpretation,  she  shall  be  a member  of  the  District  Executive  Committee, 
the  Committee  on  Finance,  and  the  Committee  on  Program. 

Deletion:  12.  In  addition  to  those  listed  in  District  Bylaws,  the 

district  Committee  on  Program  shall  include  the  chairperson  of  the 
Committee  on  Membership. 

On  motion  by  Winderlean  Lewis  and  seconded  by  Johnnye  Butler,  the  Committee 
approved  the  above  two  deletions.

FUNDS 

Addition:  8.  At  the  end  of  the  calendar  year,  the  district  treasurer 

must  account  to  the  conference  treasurer  for  the  use  of  the  Administration 
and  Membership  Development  funds  received,  and  the  balance  on  hand.  Each 
district  shall  be  allowed  to  retain  a portion  of  their  Administration  and 
Membership  Development  funds  as  an  advance  toward  the  next  year's  budget. 
Any  amount  in  excess  shall  be  returned  to  the  conference  treasurer  clearly 
marked  as  unused  Administration  and  Membership  Development  funds. 

Addition:  9.  Each  district  shall  be  allowed  monies  for  Assembly.  Funds 

are  to  be  held  by  the  conference  treasurer  with  other  accumulating  funds 
and  returned  to  each  district  at  the  appropriate  time.

September  18,  1986 


The  Executive  Committee,  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist  Women,  met 
Thursday,  September  18,  1986,  at  the  Bentley  Hotel,  Alexandria,  at  6:00  p.m. 
President  Janelle  McCammon  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  recognized  Dot  Lee, 
Betty  Adams,  Marion  Wingard  and  Jane  Fant  - members  of  the  local  arrangements 
committee  and  Seola  Callahan  and  Lottie  Stinson  - Chairperson  and  Assistant 
Chairperson  of  the  Task  Group  on  Annual  Meeting.  Commendation  and  gratitude 
were  expressed  to  the  above  leaders  and  others  who  have  planned  and  worked  for 
one  year  for  this  Thirteenth  Annual  Meeting.  Ruby  Thelander,  representative 
from  the  Core  Planning  Group  and  treasurer  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction, 
was  introduced  and  welcomed  to  the  weekend  activities. 

Others  in  attendance  were:  Norma  Winegeart,  Sally  Turner,  Judith  Rountree, 
Barbara  Woods,  Ella  Mae  Custer,  Johnnye  Butler,  Taylor  Phillips,  Madge  Lewis, 

Pat  Cobb,  Emily  Wiley,  Lottie  Palazzo,  Dorothy  Abraham,  Nancy  Carruth, 
Marielouise  Alexander,  Mary  Margaret  Barr,  Amy  Ward,  Margaret  Burris,  Winderlean 
Lewis,  Alice  Story,  Betty  Carlin,  Mary  Pollard,  Helen  Bailey  Johnson,  Ola 
McNaughton,  Lillian  Soileau,  Virginia  Aswell,  Jonelle  Walker,  Mary  L.  Parker, 
Elizabeth  Lowrey,  Idelle  Simms,  Willa  Mae  Kimbrough,  Lorraine  Sparks,  and 
Marian  Eggerton. 

The  opening  prayer  and  meditation  were  given  by  Janelle  McCammon.  She 
shared  that  our  prayer  calendar  reminds  us  to  remember  tomorrow  our  own  Ester 
Hammond  in  Liberia  and  on  Saturday  - Roy  Katayama.  She  said,  "In  the  midst  of 
our  being  together,  we  will  be  praying  for  others  in  their  work  in  all  parts 
of  the  world."  Her  meditation  highlighted  a writing  by  Randolph  Nugent  which 
is  summarized  in  the  following  excerpt:  "God,  who  understands  each  of  us,  we 
reach  out  to  you  in  a plea  for  your  presence  and  nearness.  ...  As  persons 
committed  to  the  mission  of  your  church,  we  pray  that  You  might  touch  us  anew, 
that  your  power  may  enable  us  to  be  faithful  to  your  love  for  all  people  - 
that  thus,  in  the  midst  of  violence,  state-sponsored  or  individual,  a renewed 
sense  of  conversion  to  your  Gospel  and  your  way  of  life  might  prevail." 

MINUTES  - The  minutes  of  the  Executive  Committee  meeting  held  on  July  14, 
1986,  were  approved  as  printed.  The  President  appointed  Norma  Winegeart  and 
Madge  Lewis  to  audit  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  in  session. 

CORRESPONDENCE  - Judy  Rountree  received  news  that  letters,  which  had  been 
written  in  opposition  to  loans  being  made  by  the  Irving  Bank  to  banks  and 
others  in  the  private  sector  until  Apartheid  is  dismantled,  had  been  effective. 

JURISDICTION  REPORT  - Ruby  Thelander  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction 
expressed  pleasure  at  being  able  to  attend  the  Louisiana  Conference  Annual 
Meeting  representing  the  Core  Planning  Group  and  extended  greetings  from  the 
Nebraska  Conference.  She  announced  that  one-half  of  the  scheduled  "Share  the 
Vision,  Say  Yes"  district  leadership  events  have  been  held  and  that  the 
evaluations  have  been  very  positive. 

PRESIDENT  - Janelle  McCammon' s report  will  be  given  during  the  program  of 
the  Annual  Meeting. 
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VICE  PRESIDENT  - Norma  Winegeart  quoted  from  "Morte  D' Arthur"  or  "The 
Passing  of  Arthur"  - "The  old  order  changeth,  yielding  place  to  new;  God 
fulfills  himself  in  many  ways."  She  stated  that  she  finds  herself  as  a part 
of  the  old  order  yielding  to  the  new  and  surely  God  will  fulfill  himself  in 
many  ways  through  this  group  in  the  years  ahead,  that  she  has  felt  the  prayer 
support  of  the  group  and  covets  a continued  spot  on  prayer  lists  --  for  indeed 
"more  things  are  wrought  by  prayer  than  this  world  dreams  of." 

TREASURER  - Judy  Rountree  reported  that  the  Conference  bank  account  has 
been  moved  to  the  Jonesville  Bank  except  for  a few  checks  which  have  not 
cleared.  As  of  September  6,  $8,430.64  had  been  received  for  mission  candle 
and  more  is  anticipated.  At  the  present  the  cost  of  the  School  of  Mission  is 
$1,400.00  under  budget,  but  still  have  some  unpaid  invoices.  A copy  of  the 
budget  to  be  presented  for  adoption  is  in  the  packets.  The  jurisdictional 
AM&D  has  been  increased  by  7/8  of  1%  through  next  year.  Church  Women  United 
has  been  changed  to  World  Federation  of  Methodist  women  on  the  national  and 
regional  events.  According  to  a letter  from  National  Seminar,  we  do  not  have 
enough  budgeted  for  next  year. 

FINANCIAL  INTERPRETER  - Barbara  Woods  presented  the  UMMW  promotion.  Pink 
ribbons  with  these  letters  in  gold  will  be  sold  during  the  Annual  Meeting  and 
the  secret  of  the  initials  will  be  revealed  at  that  time.  This  is  a good 
promotion  which  can  be  used  at  all  levels  to  encourage  financial  or  mission 
interpretation  and/or  as  a theme  for  membership  or  programing.  UMMW  (U  make 
mission  work)  will  be  theme  of  the  pledge  service.  Barbara  expressed  her  joy 
in  serving  in  this  office  these  past  two  years  and  feels  that  the  Conference 
now  knows  what  this  new  position  entails. 

MISSION  COORDINATORS  - Ella  Mae  Custer,  coordinator  for  Christian 
Personhood,  shared  ideas  from  district  newsletters  to  encourage  meeting  needs 
of  people  by  undesignated  giving,  to  revitalize  our  spiritual  growth,  to 
upgrade  participation  in  the  reading  program,  and  to  encourage  United  Methodist 
women  to  move  positively  in  problems  areas.  Johnnye  Butler,  coordinator  for 
Global  Concerns,  reported  special  plans  to  enable  and  empower  all  persons  to 
grow  and  develop  toward  wholeness  and  emphasized  celebrating  Peace  and  Justice 
Week,  October  16-24.  She  announced  that  seventy  (70)  units  have  completed  two 
approved  studies  with  a minimum  of  six  hours  and  initiated  some  action  as  an 
outgrowth  of  the  studies.  Certificates  were  given  to  presidents  to  present  to 
units  at  district  meetings.  Taylor  Phillips,  coordinator  for  Christian  Social 
Involvement,  reminded  officers  to  work  with  local  units  to  promote  the  Peace 
with  Justice  Program  and  to  continue  to  work  with  the  Charter  for  Racial 
Justice.  Madge  Lewis,  coordinator  for  Supportive  Community,  announced  that 
District  Elected  Leadership  Training  will  be  Saturday,  October  18,  at  Pineville 
United  Methodist  Church.  District  presidents  are  responsible  for  carpooling 
and  getting  officers  to  DELT.  Maps  showing  church  location,  etc.  were 
distributed.  Conference  officers  should  be  prepared  for  a two  hour  course 
with  district  counterparts.  Madge  was  commended  for  the  excellent  presentations 
on  health  at  the  School  of  Missions. 

MEMBERSHIP  - Pat  Cobb,  chairperson  of  Committee  on  Membership,  stated 
that  additions  have  been  made  to  UMW  Sunday  scrapbook  which  will  be  on  display 
during  the  Annual  Meeting.  Six  new  units  have  been  organized  or  reactivated 
since  last  year;  there  may  be  others  which  were  not  reported.  Pat  was  commended 
for  the  informative  article  in  Response  reporting  on  UMW  Sunday. 
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NOMINATIONS  - Emily  Wiley,  chairperson  of  Committee  on  Nominations, 
reported  that  the  slate  of  officers  to  be  presented  at  the  Annual  Meeting  is 
the  same  as  printed  in  the  Conference  newsletter. 

EDITOR  - Nancy  Carruth  asked  district  presidents  to  see  that  mailing 
labels  be  sent  for  all  district  and  local  officers  and  outlined  instructions 
for  preparation.  Label  packets  will  be  given  to  district  secretaries  at  DELT 
to  be  returned  by  December  1.  She  pointed  out  newsletters  take  much  time  and 
effort  and  cost  a great  deal  of  money  and  should  be  going  into  the  local  units. 
Ruby  Thelander  commended  Nancy  on  the  newsletter  - noting  that  she  receives 
many  newsletters  from  all  over  and  the  Louisiana  Conference  Newsletter  is  one 
of  the  finest. 

DISTRICTS  - District  presidents  shared  the  activities  and  plans  of  their 
districts  since  the  last  meeting.  The  Alexandria  District  had  eleven  officers 
to  attend  the  "Share  the  Vision,  Say  Yes"  leadership  event.  Baton  Rouge- 
Hammond  District  used  the  Post-it  "on  the  spot"  evaluation  again  and  this  has 
proved  successful  for  getting  spontaneous  feed  back.  Comments  and  suggestions 
were  good  as  well  as  constructive.  Baton  Rouge-Laf ayette  has  scheduled  two 
sessions  of  local  leadership  training  and  a special  "day  apart".  Lake  Charles 
has  the  district  annual  meeting  and  local  leadership  training  on  the  same  day. 
Monroe  District  had  four  of  the  six  new  units  organized,  and  churches  who  do 
not  have  units  are  kept  on  the  mailing  list.  New  Orleans-Houma  had  a dinner 
executive  meeting  so  it  would  be  easier  for  those  who  work  to  attend.  New 
Orleans-Slidell  had  nine  district  officers  to  attend  the  "Share  the  Vision, 

Say  Yes"  leadership  event  in  Glorietta,  New  Mexico.  Shreveport  District  will 
have  President  Janelle  McCammon  as  guest  speaker  for  its  district  meeting. 

All  districts  have  conducted  mini-schools  of  mission,  and  plans  are  being 
implemented  for  district  meetings  prior  to  DELT. 

HISTORIAN  - Dorothy  Abraham  reported  that  the  UMW  Scrapbook  has  been 
updated  with  pictures,  newsclippings , articles,  etc.  A packet  from  the  Assembly 
in  Anaheim,  California,  was  given  by  Norma  Winegeart  to  be  placed  in  the 
files.  The  scrapbook  will  be  on  display  at  the  School  of  Christian  Mission  in 
1987. 


PUBLICITY/ PUBLIC  RELATIONS  - Marielouise  Alexander  reported  on  the  good 
coverage  in  the  Louisiana  Methodist  proclaiming  the  Thirteenth  Annual  Meeting 
of  United  Methodist  Women. 

SCHOOL  OF  CHRISTIAN  MISSION  - Dean  Lottie  Palazzo  reported  269  in  attendance 
for  both  schools  and  seven  ministers  in  attendance  applied  for  and  received 
Continuing  Education  Units.  A summary  of  tabulated  evaluation  forms  was  given 
with  special  comments  listed.  Overall  responses  were  very  positive.  Constructive 
suggestions  will  be  considered  in  future  plans  for  the  School.  Lottie  plans 
to  write  an  article  for  the  next  newsletter  relative  to  the  selection  process 
of  study  group  leaders.  Lists  of  units  by  districts  not  represented  at  the 
School  were  given  to  district  presidents  for  follow-up.  Appreciation  and 
commendation  were  expressed  to  Dean  Lottie  Palazzo  and  Assistant  Dean  Taylor 
Phillips  for  their  outstanding  leadership  in  the  1986  Schools  of  Mission. 

ANNUAL  MEETING  - Seola  Callahan,  chairperson  of  Task  Group  on  Annual 
Meeting  Program,  emphasized  the  importance  of  the  evaluation.  The  Unit  of  the 
First  United  Methodist  Church , Alexandria , provided  the  delicious  dinner  for 
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the  Executive  Committee  and  will  have  a hospitality  room  at  the  Bentley  Hotel 
serving  continental  breakfast  on  Friday  morning.  Last  minute  instructions  and 
changes  were  announced. 

COMMITTEE  ON  PROGRAM  - Norma  Winegeart,  vice  president,  announced  that 
the  Conference  Retreat  will  be  March  27,  28,  and  29,  1987  at  Seashore  Assembly 
Center  in  Biloxi,  Mississippi.  Reverend  Rosemary  Brown  will  be  the  leader.  A 
detailed  report  of  retreat  plans  from  Margaret  Burris  was  read.  The  1987 
Annual  Meeting  Task  Group  has  been  finalized:  June  Sumrall,  chairperson; 

Gladys  Prillerman,  assistant  chairperson;  Janelle  McCammon,  Conference  president; 
Betty  Ferrington,  Conference  vice  president;  Judy  Rountree,  Conference  treasurer; 
Ola  McNaughton,  president  of  Shreveport  District;  Sally  Montgomery,  local 
chairperson  for  Noel  Memorial  Methodist  Church;  and  three  selected  by  the 
chairperson:  Martha  Garrett,  Barbara  Brown  and  Rosemary  Baldridge.  Dr.  Rosalie 
J.  Lawson  of  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  has  been  secured  as  speaker  for  this  event. 
Calendars  were  distributed  at  the  July  meeting  and  newly  elected  leaders  will 
receive  copies  at  the  post  Executive  Committee  meeting.

Expense  guidelines  are  printed  in 
the  directory.  Outgoing  officers  were  asked  to  pass  guidelines  on  to  new 
off icers . 

CALENDAR  REVIEW  - Calendar  remains  the  same  - nothing  added. 

ATTENDANCE  AT  TRAINING  EVENTS  - New  Officers  Training  Event  in  New  York 
is  scheduled  for  December  4-7.  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Nominations  to 
attend  training  session  will  go  to  Chicago  in  January.  Officers  will  be  given 
details  in  Saturday  session.

Ruby  Thelander  announced  a Women's  History  Workshop  to  be  held  March  20 
and  21,  1987,  in  Dallas,  Texas.  Emphasis  will  be  on  specific  "how  to's". 

Norma  Winegeart  reviewed  some  historical  information  which  has  been  found 
relative  to  the  first  annual  meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Women's 
organization  and  other  historical  data  which  she  presented  to  the  historian  to 
be  placed  in  the  historical  files. 
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United  Methodist  Women  have  been  invited  by  Perkins  School  of  Theology  to 
participate  in  "Laity  week",  February  5-8,  1987.  Also,  Perkins'  lay  academies 
have  been  scheduled  in  Dallas  on  February  5-8,  in  Houma  on  March  13  and  1A, 
and  in  New  Orleans  (Metairie)  on  March  20  and  21.  Brochures  will  be  forthcoming. 

The  meeting  adjourned  with  prayer.

CATCH  A VISION  OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN 


The  Thirteenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United  Methodist 
Women  opened  Friday,  September  19,  1986,  at  1:00  p.m.  in  the  sanctuary  of  the 
First  United  Methodist  Church,  Alexandria,  Louisiana.  President  Janelle 
McCammon  convened  the  meeting  and  presided. 

THEME  HYMN:  Hymn  No.  292  in  the  METHODIST  HYMNAL,  "Christ  for  the  World 
We  Sing"  was  led  by  Annette  Fortuna. 

WELCOME:  Winderlean  Lewis,  president  of  the  Alexandria  District,  extended 

a welcome  on  behalf  of  the  District.  She  stated  that  a journey  of  a thousand 
miles  begins  with  one  step  and  thid  one  step  is  to  welcome  you.  She  quoted 
Psalm  133:1,  "Behold  how  good  and  how  pleasant  it  is  for  us  to  dwell  together 
in  unity".  She  stated  further,  "We  are  a community  of  women  whose  purpose  is 
to  know  God.  We  seek  to  be  a community  of  fellowship  and  faith  sharing  love 
and  service.  Through  this  session,  reports  will  be  given  denoting  what  has 
been  done  this  past  year  by  God  through  us."  She  reminded  us  to  give  praise 
and  rejoice  in  the  great  things  He  has  done. 


Reverend  Tracy  Arnold,  minister  of  First  United  Methodist  Church, 
Alexandria,  greeted  those  assembled  and  led  the  Call  to  Worship. 


Leader:  When  we  stumble  and  our  faith  falters,  God's  faithfulness 

bears  us  along. 

People:  When  our  spirits  soar  and  our  faith  grows  strong,  God's 

(Left)  faithfulness  lifts  us  to  new  heights  of  devotion. 


People:  When  our  daily  duties  distract,  and  our  vision  grows  fuzzy, 

(Right)  God's  faithfulness  pierces  the  fog  to  beckon  us  toward  the 
Spirit . 

Unison:  God's  faithfulness  endures  forever!  We  lift  our  hearts  in 

praise  to  God,  who  is  our  vision  this  day  and  forever  more. 


HYMN  OF  PRAISE:  Hymn  256  in  the  METHODIST  HYMNAL,  "Be  Thou  My  Vision". 


OPENING  WORSHIP:  The  Reverend  Kathryn  Dauphin  read  Exodus  3:1-15.  The 
sermon  title  was  "Can't  See?  Take  Off  Your  Shoes!" 

She  used  the  analogy  of  Moses'  encounter  with  God  and  the  burning  bush  to 
the  birth  of  a vision  taking  place.  She  set  forth  the  following  pertinent 
facts  about  visions:  The  recipient  of  the  vision  is  not  only  humbled  but  very 
scared.  Visions  are  not  born  easily  and  are  usually  born  to  people  with  fear 
in  their  hearts.  A vision  incurs  awesome  responsibility  and  a whole  new  way 
of  life.  A vision  is  born  with  fear  and  trembling  because  there's  security 
and  comfort  in  staying  the  same.  Over  all  Moses'  objections,  God  told  him  to 
go  and  that  He  would  be  with  him.  The  birth  of  a vision  is  when  God  takes 
people  who  are  very  ordinary  in  very  ordinary  places  and  says  1 have  a task 
for  you. 
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She  stated,  "A  vision  is  being  born  right  now.  A vision  women  side  by 
side  caring  for  a world  that  is  not  very  lovable  and  doesn't  know  how  to  care 
for  itself.  A vision  of  women  working  side  by  side  to  tell  the  people  about 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  A vision  of  women  working  side  by  side  to  carry  hope  to 
a world  that  is  hopeless  and  peace  to  a world  that  is  torn  by  violence,  hatred, 
and  war.  A vision  of  women  working  side  by  side  to  carry  the  word  of  God's 
justice  into  parts  of  the  world  that  maintain  systems  and  relationships  that 
constantly  keep  people  oppressed,  homeless,  and  hungry.  God  needs  all  of  us  to 
dedicate  ourselves  to  the  vision  of  service.  We  may  not  feel  like  very  special 
people  but  we  are  - we  are  the  people  God  has  chosen  to  do  his  work  and  to  do 
the  work  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.'"  She  closed  with  the  following  prayer: 

"Lord  God,  open  our  eyes  that  we  may  see  glimpses  of  the  kingdom  and  glimpses 
of  our  own  tasks.  Give  us  the  courage,  give  us  the  strength,  and  give  us  the 
willingness  to  be  honest  about  who  we  are  so  that  we  might  be  able  to  do  your 
will.  Help  us  to  be  committed  to  service  in  the  name  of  Christ.  Amen." 

LIGHTING  OF  THE  MISSION  CANDLE:  After  lighting  the  mission  candle,  Dorothy 
Mae  Taylor  stated  that  the  mission  candle  is  a reminder  to  us  that  we  have  a 
history  and  a future  in  mission.  The  candle  was  lighted  in  memory  of  those  who 
served  so  distinctly  and  have  gone  on  to  greater  glory,  to  those  who  are 
presently  serving,  and  to  those  who  will  serve  - our  children  and  our  children's 
children  in  the  future.  A total  of  $9,492.52  was  donated  to  keep  the  candle 
burning  for  four  hours  and  thirty-seven  minutes. 

PRESENTATION  OF  THE  PROGRAM:  Seola  Callahan,  chairperson  of  the  Committee 
on  Annual  Meeting,  briefly  outlined  the  program  for  the  Annual  Meeting  by 
stating,  "The  goal  of  the  program  was  to  give  a larger  vision  of  the  total 
project  of  and  the  total  outreach  of  United  Methodist  Women  with  special  emphasis 
on  our  own  women.  We  are  using  our  own  conference  members  to  broaden  your 
vision  of  our  organization  as  we  endeavor  to  fulfill  the  purpose  of  United 
Methodist  Women.  So  the  program  actually  began  with  United  Methodist  Women  in 
fellowship  as  you  made  your  plans  to  attend  and  traveled  to  this  meeting.  We 
will  catch  a vision  of  United  Methodist  Women  in  service  as  we  move  through  the 
business  session.  Two  programs  in  the  evening  will  give  us  the  opportunity  to 
catch  a vision  of  United  Methodist  Women  in  mission.  Our  program  on  Saturday 
will  allow  us  to  catch  a vision  of  United  Methodist  Women  in  dedication.  The 
program  will  close  by  catching  a vision  of  United  Methodist  Women  in  celebration. 
We  hope  our  vision  will  not  only  be  broadened  but  will  continue  to  expand  as  we 
reach  out  in  God's  love  to  meet  every  need  in  every  corner  of  this  world." 

CATCH  A VISION  OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  SERVICE 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT:  Janelle  McCammon  expressed  appreciation  to  Seola 
Calahan,  her  committee,  those  in  the  Alexandria  District,  those  in  the  First 
United  Methodist  Church  of  Alexandria,  and  all  others  who  planned  and  prepared 
to  make  the  Annual  Meeting  possible.  Her  report,  "President's  Report  to  the 
Annual  Meeting,  Alexandria,  Louisiana,  1986"  was  as  follows: 

We  have  come  together  in  this  beautiful  place  to  "Catch  A Vision  of 
United  Methodist  Women."  All  of  us  know  many  things  about  United 
Methodist  Women.  We  know  especially  that  if  is  a group  of  women  in  our 
own  unit,  but  do  we  realize  that  our  unit  is  one  340  in  Louisiana  and 
one  of  29,000  units  of  6 to  600  members?  We  are  also  a district 
organization  - one  in  550  districts.  This  is  a conference  meeting. 
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There  will  be  conference  meetings  in  73  conferences.  Then  there  are  5 
jurisdictions  and  the  Women's  Division,  all  of  us  sharing  in  the  world- 
wide mission  enterprise.  We  are  the  largest,  most  efficient  women's 
organization  in  all  the  world  with  more  that  1,250,000  members. 

We  also  know  much  about  what  we  do,  and  we  will  surely  have  a greater 
vision  of  this  by  tomorrow!  But  it  is  basic  to  know  who  we  are. 

Our  purpose  states  the  U.M.W.  shall  be  a community  of  women  whose  purpose 
is  to  know  God.  A mission  brochure  came  to  me  the  other  day  and  the 
leading  article  was  entitled  "The  Spirit  of  Christ  in  Community  - 
Welcoming  One  Another".  Do  you  remember  that  scripture  from  Romans 
where  Paul  writes,  "Welcome  one  another,  therefore,  as  Christ  has  welcomed 
you,  for  the  glory  of  God."  Another  translation  of  this  passage  says, 
"Accept  one  another,  as  Christ  has  accepted  you." 

We  understand,  as  Christians,  that  our  relationships  with  one  another 
are  rooted  and  grounded  in  the  love  which  God  has  given  us  - the  love  he 
gives  through  Jesus  Christ.  By  our  acceptance  of  God's  love  - and 
because  we  love  him  - we  are  able  to  love  one  another.  We  know  that 
Jesus  said,  "By  this  shall  all  men  know  that  you  are  my  disciples  - that 
you  love  one  another." 

Paul  gives  us  a different  expression  of  love  to  think  about  when  he 
says,  "Welcome  one  another."  In  the  word  welcome  we  can  imagine  an  old 
friend  coming  for  a visit.  We  welcome  her  with  hugs  and  laughter,  the 
best  chair,  her  favorite  food.  Or  to  a stranger  we  give  direction  and 
assistance.  The  word  welcome  brings  to  mind  scenes  of  love  in  action. 

It  implies  that  it  is  good,  it  is  well  that  you  have  come.  It  implies 
that  your  coming,  our  presence  together,  is  a happy  event.  I feel  that 
today,  don't  you?  All  the  wonderful  preparations  that  the  people  of 
this  church  and  this  district  have  made  for  our  coming,  the  warmth  of 
their  greetings,  their  generous  expressions  of  friendship  made  us  feel 
welcome  - and  we  are  deeply  grateful. 

Paul  reminds  us  that,  as  we  have  come  to  Jesus,  we  have  known  his  loving 
welcome  again  and  again,  given  to  us  as  individuals  and  to  us  as  his 
community.  It  is  in  him,  then,  that  we  find  the  strength  and  joy  to 
continue  to  love  and  welcome  one  another,  and  thus  demonstrate  to  the 
world  that  we  are  indeed  his  disciples. 

We  are  a community  of  women  - women  who  have  answered  the  call  to  make 
God's  love  visible  in  the  place  where  we  are.  This  is  a vision  of 
community  as  love,  acceptance,  and  welcome. 

One  of  our  primary  concerns  in  United  Methodist  Women  is  membership.  We 
have  so  much  to  share!  Can  you  imagine  what  will  happen  to  membership 
in  United  Methodist  Women  when  this  vision  of  community  - love,  acceptance, 
welcome  - becomes  a reality  in  our  own  lives  and  in  the  life  of  our 
units?  Surely,  then,  it  will  be  said  of  us  as  it  was  of  the  early 
Christians,  "See  how  they  love  one  another." 

Our  purpose  also  states  that  we  are  a creative,  supportive  fellowship 
because  we  care  for  each  other.  In  your  church,  when  there  is  good  news 
and  joy  or  sorrow  or  loss,  what  is  the  first  thing  that  is  usually  said. 
"Let's  be  sure  and  let  the  circle  know."  There  are  times  when  all  that 
we  can  offer  another  person  is  the  gift  of  our  presence  - just  being 
there.  But  that's  a much  needed  gift.  One  of  my  favorite  stories 
concerns  the  little  girl  who  was  very  late  in  getting  home  from  school.

Her  mother  was  quite  distressed,  and  when  she  saw  the  child,  she  said, 

"Oh,  Janie,  I'm  so  glad  to  see  you.  I was  worried  because  you're  late." 

The  little  girl  answered,  "It's,  alright,  Mommie,  I saw  Betsy  on  the  way 
home  and  stopped  to  help  her  because  she  had  broken  her  dolT."  Her 
mother  replied,  "But,  Janie,  you  know  you  couldn't  fix  her  doll."  And 
Janie  answered,  "No,  Mommie,  but  1 could  help  her  cry." 

United  Methodist.  Women  have  always  had  a way  of  helping  each  other  cry, 
laugh,  learn,  and  grow.  Our  organization  for  mission  began  more  than 
100  years  ago  by  reaching  out  to  heal  the  hurts  of  the  world,  particularly 
the  hurts  of  women  and  children.  But,  always,  the  healing  begins  at 
home  in  our  own  supportive  fellowship. 

When  I look  at  the  reports  of  the  local  units  and  the  districts,  I am 
thrilled  with  what  is  being  done.  Together  in  retreats  and  days  apart 
we  are  supporting  each  other  in  personal  renewal  and  spiritual  growth. 

In  our  increased  use  of  Response  and  our  program  material,  in  regional, 
conference,  district,  and  local  Schools  of  Christian  Mission  we  encourage 
one  another  as  we  search  in  study  for  new  understandings  of  the  complex 
world  in  which  we  live.  We  stretch  our  minds  to  envision  solutions  to 
almost  overwhelming  problems.  We  are  studying!  In  this  past  year  we 
have  almost  doubled  the  number  of  studies  that  have  merited  the  award 
for  excellence  in  study. 

We  as  United  Methodist  Women  have  never  been  afraid  to  speak  out  against 
injustice  and  oppression  and  have  been  risk-takers  in  working  for  needed 
changes  in  structures  and  institutions.  We  have  long  declared  that 
Christian  commitment  demands  both  personal  piety  and  social  responsibility, 
and  we  have  given  expression  to  this  conviction  in  many  ways  - from 
prayer  groups  to  Women  in  Crisis  Workshops. 

From  our  earliest  beginnings,  leadership  training  for  women  has  had  a 
high  priority  for  Methodist  women's  organizations.  This  year  our  district 
leaders  have  been  privileged  to  attend  the  Share  the  Vision  - Say  Yes 
workshops  which  the  Women's  Division  has  sponsored.  The  Lake  Charles, 
Shreveport,  Alexandria,  and  New  Orleans-Slidell  Districts  have  aleady 
attended  these.  The  Monroe  District  will  participate  in  the  one  to  be 
held  in  New  Orleans  in  November.  The  Baton  Rouge-Laf ayette , Baton  Rouge- 
Hammond,  and  New  Orleans-Houma  Districts  will  attend  those  to  be  held  in 
1987.  For  years  to  come  we  will  reap  the  benefits  that  have  come  from 
this  excellent  training. 

All  of  us  who  attended  the  Assembly  in  Anaheim,  California  - and  there 
were  76  from  Louisiana  - will  long  remember  the  thrill  of  joining  with 
8670  Methodist  Women  from  throughout  the  world.  We  heard  the  poignant 
stories  by  women  from  the  West  Indies,  South  Africa,  the  Philippines, 
Mexico,  Central  America,  Korea,  South  America,  and  the  United  States  as 
they  spoke  of  their  deep  personal  experiences,  their  pain,  persecution, 
and  distress. 

Yet  through  it  all  they  revealed  the  constant,  abiding  faith  that 
motivated  them  to  give  their  lives  in  efforts  toward  justice,  peace, 
unity,  and  hope. 

The  beautiful  communion  service  that  concluded  the  Assembly  was  truly  an 
expression  of  our  ecumenical  spirit.  Participants  in  the  service  included 
officers  of  Church  Women  United,  The  Greek  Orthodox  Ladies'  Society,  the 
World  Federation  of  Methodist  Women,  the  National  Council  of  Catholic 
Women,  and  the  Women's  Division. 
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Truly,  we  are  a world  church,  a world  organization  of  United  Methodist 
Women,  bound  with  others  in  our  devotion  to  Christ  and  our  devotion  to 
his  commission  to  go  into  all  the  world. 

It  has  been  in  obedience  to  that  great  commission  that  we  have  gone  into 
all  the  world  in  ways  that  each  of  us  can  go  - in  our  prayers  and  with 
our  means,  our  money.  Jesus  admonished  us  to  feed  the  hungry,  clothe 
the  naked,  heal  the  sick,  bring  good  tidings  to  the  oppressed,  and  set 
at  liberty  those  who  are  imprisoned.  Last  year  the  women  of  Louisiana 
gave  over  $319,000.  All  United  Methodist  Women  gave  over  $17,000,000. 

This  is  approximately  1/3  of  the  total  appropriations  budget  of  the 
General  Board  of  Global  Ministries.  None  of  this  would  be  possible 
without  YOU,  the  local  woman  in  the  local  unit.  You  Make  Mission 
Possible.  YOU  ARE  MISSION. 

I consider  it  such  a wonderful  privilege  to  represent  you  as  president 
of  this  fine  conference.  I would  never  have  had  the  courage  to  undertake 
this  awesome  responsibility  had  I not  known  and  loved  and  worked  with  so 
many  of  you  through  the  years.  I know  your  devotion,  your  loyalty,  your 
tireless  efforts. 

And  the  wonderful  thing  about  it  is  that  Jesus  has  promised  that  even 
greater  things  shall  be  done  because  he  is  with  us  in  all  of  our  efforts. 
Today  we  are  so  very  thankful  - and  so  very  proud  - to  be  United  Methodist 
Women  - to  be  a unique  community  of  women,  a supportive  fellowship 
dedicated  to  sharing  His  Mission,  doing  His  Work,  being  His  People  of 
this  age.

When  death  occurs  to  members  of  their 
immediate  families,  or  to  relatives  living  in  their  homes, 
an  In  Remembrance  Gift  of  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  will 
be  sent  as  a memorial.

The  changes  were  approved  and*  the  report  of  the  committee  was  accepted. 
THE  UMW  SINGS  - Annetta  Fortuna  served  as  song  leader. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  TREASURER:  Judy  Rountree  gave  the  following  report: 

I was  reading  about  you  the  other  day  in  a publication  called  Alive  Now. 
Isn't  that  a good  place  to  read  about  United  Methodist  Women?  Aren't  we 
glad  we  are  alive  now? 

One  of  the  mysteries  of  Jesus'  ministry  was  where  the  money  came  from. 

There  is  no  evidence  of  special  offerings,  appeals  for  funds, or  any 
honorariums  for  his  unschededuled  speaking  engagements.  Among  those  who 
subsidized  Paul  were  women  who  invested  the  resources  they  had.  Apparently 
they  poured  out  their  money  like  precious  ointment  to  enable  Jesus  to 
make  it  up  and  down  the  land  with  all  he  had  to  offer  and  this  reminded 
me  of  you. 

You  have  made  it  possible  for  Jesus  to  journey  up  and  down  the  land.  In 
1985  $227,070.51  was  sent  for  our  pledge  to  mission  - overpaying  the 
pledge  for  the  fourth  straight  year.  This  amount  will  finance  the  cost 
of  four  days  and  fourteen  hours  of  mission  at  1986  prices,  and  next  year 
it  will  be  even  more  expensive.  You  have  traveled  the  second  mile  by 
giving  $65,385.30  in  designated  funds  to  the  conference,  and  I know  you 
have  given  more  to  mission  locally. 

The  conference  and  district  officers  have  been  diligently  traveling  the 
land  also.  Untold  hours  and  miles  have  been  invested  helping  to  carry 
the  message  of  Jesus'  ministry  and  commission  across  Louisiana  by  all. 

Through  funds  from  you,  local  units  of  United  Methodist  Women,  the 
Administrative  St  Membership  Development  budget  reports  many  officers' 
endeavors.  We  thank  you  for  allowing  us  this  opportunity  to  serve.  We 
have  paid  42%  of  the  1986  pledge  to  mission.  As  we  continue  our  journey 
as  United  Methodist  Women,  according  to  our  ministry  in  mission,  I know 
we  will  meet  $237,000.00,  sometimes,  giving  sacrif icially  of  the  resources 
we  have.

The  remainder  of  the  Administrative  and  Membership  Development  Budget  is  funded 
by  retaining  a percentage  of  the  Pledge  to  Missions. 
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Judy  explained  briefly  two  items  of  information:  (1)  the  procedure  for 
securing  blank  (with  no  name)  "Gifts  to  Mission"  cards  in  advance  and  how  they 
can  be  used  by  individuals  and  units  and  (2)  the  pink  ribbons  with  UMMW  was 
not  a mistake  and  what  it  means  cannot  be  revealed  until  the  pledge  service. 

FINANCIAL  INTERPRETATION:  Barbara  Woods,  Secretary  for  Financial 
Interpretation,  explained,  "The  money  from  the  sale  of  UMMW  ribbons  will  go  to 
mission.  The  money  will  go  to  overpay  our  pledge.  The  money  will  insure  that 
the  word  and  the  work  will  get  spread  around.  There's  not  just  money  involved  - 
there's  a symbol  involved.  Buy  these  ribbons  and  pin  them  on  people  who  are 
making  mission  possible.  Let  it  be  a sign  that  there  are  people  spreading  the 
work  and  the  word.  That's  what  they  are  for.  More  news  tomorrow." 

REPORT  ON  MEMBERSHIP:  Pat  Cobb,  chairperson  of  Committee  on  Membership, 
asked  the  assembly  to  participate  with  her  in  a mental  exercise  which  was 
effective  and  entertaining  way  to  announce  and  emphasize  United  Methodist 
Women  Sunday  on  January  25,  1987.  Six  certificates  of  recognition  were 
presented  to  units  which  were  organized  during  the  past  year.

THE  UMW  SINGS:  Following  a short  break,  the  gathering  sang  several  songs. 

GREETINGS  FROM  THE  JURISDICTION:  Mrs.  Ruby  H.  Thelander,  representing 
the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  gave  the  following  report: 

It  is  really  a pleasure  for  me  to  be  at  your  Annual  Meeting  in  Louisiana. 

It  is  one  of  the  very  special  privileges  we  have  as  members  of  the  Core 
Planning  Group  to  attend  annual  meetings  of  our  seventeen  conferences 
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as  well  as  our  own.  I bring  greetings  not  only  from  the  Core  Planning 
Group  of  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction,  but  I bring  you  greetings  from  the 
Nebraska  Conference  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

In  the  Core  Planning  Group  of  this  jurisdiction  as  in  all  other  jurisdictions 
for  this  quadrenium  we  have  a very  special  focus.  We  are  planning,  preparing, 
and  attending  events  for  orientation  of  district  leadership.  Some  of  your 
districts  have  attended  and  some  are  scheduled  to  attend  later.  I want  to 
share  with  you  from  another  perspective.  As  a leader  in  those  events,  I 
have  been  privileged  to  meet  district  leadership  from  all  over  the 
jurisdiction,  and  I am  so  inspired  with  the  abilities,  challenge,  and 
commitment  that  these  women  bring  to  the  organization  that  I am  certain 
that  we  will  see  great  things  in  the  next  100  years.  These  women  came  with 
abilities,  some  with  talent  they  don't  know  they  have,  some  with  a great 
deal  of  experience  and  some  with  absolutely  no  experience.  We  worked  very 
hard,  but  we  came  away  with  a sense  of  commitment,  enthusiasm,  inspiration, 
and  a willingness  to  work  to  move  this  organization  into  a second  great 
century.  I think  our  future  is  bright.  I know  there  are  those  who  say 
there  are  too  many  old  women  and  so  few  new  women  in  positions  of  leadership. 

But  the  resources  of  these  people  need  to  be  tapped  and  used.  The  enthusiasm 
of  these  folks  are  an  inspiration  to  all.  I think  this  organization  as  we 
all  keep  our  focus  on  our  purpose  - the  purpose  that  keeps  us  on  track, 
recognizing  that  only  with  the  empowering  spirit  of  Jesus  Christ,  we  can 
make  a difference. 

I thank  you  very  much  for  allowing  me  to  share  with  you  and  for  your  very 
warm  hospitality,  and  I pray  God's  blessing  on  all  of  you  in  Louisiana  as 
you  continue  to  do  his  bidding. 

LOUISIANA  MISSION  PROJECTS:  Presentations  were  made  by  the  following 
representatives  of  the  projects:  Dulac  Community  Center  - Ethan  Allen  Bigpond, 
MacDonell  United  Methodist  Children's  Services  - Gerald  J.  Bridges,  St.  Mark's 
Community  Center  - Judy  Watt,  and  Peoples  Community  Center  - Rev.  Alfred 
Pollar.  Each  reviewed  the  current  activities,  services,  concern,  and  updated 
their  program  priorities  and  needs.  They  told  how  their  projects  were  great 
opportunities  to  be  in  mission  today.  Evangelism,  nurture  and  care,  and 
education  of  young  people  were  given  as  primary  goals.  Each  expressed  gratitude 
for  the  continued  support  of  United  Methodist  Women. 

1986  ASSEMBLY:  Taylor  Phillips,  Member  of  Jurisdiction  Committee  on 
Nominations,  reported  on  the  high  points  of  the  Assembly.  The  theme  was  "Into 
the  Future  by  Faith."  The  program  opened  with  a parade  composed  of  a 
representative  from  each  of  the  seventy-four  conferences  carrying  a wind  sock 
portraying  the  theme  of  United  Methodist  Women.  The  music  for  the  Assembly 
was  furnished  by  a choir  made  up  of  244  women  from  many  countries.  Alice 
Story,  Betty  Ferrington,  and  Taylor  Phillips  were  members  from  Louisiana. 

Carolyn  Marshall,  President  of  Women's  Division,  gave  the  opening  address. 

She  told  us  that  we  must  continue  into  the  future  by  faith  as  we  have  in  the 
past.  She  said,  "Our  concept  of  mission  has  grown  because  of  mass  communication 
skills  and  means  of  transportation.  We  are  called  to  mission  to  actively  be 
doers  of  the  Word  of  Jesus  Christ  to  our  brothers  and  sisters." 

We  heard  moving  witnesses  by  women  from  all  around  the  world  in  the  mission 
field.  We  were  told  of  problems  and  needs  of  people  who  are  oppressed, 
homeless,  and  hungry.  We  were  challenged  to  become  more  involved  in  rendering 
our  sevices. 
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Delegates  were  given  the  opportunity  to  choose  and  share  in  special  interest 
groups.  A musical  evening  entitled  "In  the  Middle  of  Tomorrow"  produced  and 
directed  by  Lynette  and  Warren  Danskin  was  presented  by  a cast  from  The  Lyric 
Theatre  of  Old  John  Street,  New  York  City,  and  members  of  the  International 
Children's  Choir  on  Friday  evening.  An  integration  of  dance  and  music  depicting 
our  heritage  entitled  "Visions  of  the  Future"  was  presented  by  Great  Leap, 

Inc.  on  Saturday  evening. 

On  Sunday  morning  the  sermon  was  given  by  Bishop  Leontine  Kelly.  The  Assembly 
closed  with  an  inspiring  communion  service.  The  Assembly  offering  was  to  be 
used  for  Centennial  Celebration  Fund  which  will  enable  women  to  face  the  future 
with  hope  and  begin  the  second  century  of  United  Methodist  Women  w ith  new 
dimensions  of  mission. 

The  afternoon  session  was  adjourned  and  reassembled  at  5:45  p.m.  at  the 
Alexandria  Convention  Hail. 

CATCH  A VISION  OF  UNITED  METHODIST  WOMEN  IN  MISSION 


The  evening  banquet  honored  the  five  women  from  Louisiana  chosen  by  the 
Women's  Division  to  be  included  in  the  "ONE  HUNDRED  WOMEN  IN  MISSION." 

In  remembrance  - Helen  Brock  presented  biograph  .cal  sketches  of  four 
Louisiana  women  who  are  no  longer  living  - Ella  Hooper,  Wilhelmia  Hooper, 

Hester  Williams,  and  Jennie  Hartzell. 

In  honor  - Nancy  Carruth  presented  the  biographical  sketch  of  Mrs.  Virginia 
Laskey  who  continues  to  play  a vital  role  among  women  in  mission.  The  banquet 
paid  tribute  to  Mrs.  Laskey  for  her  love  and  service  in  the  women's  work  in 
the  church  which  encouraged  many  to  "Catch  a Vision  of  United  Methodist  Women." 

Mrs.  Laskey  shared  her  experiences  and  recollections  of  the  historic 
developments  of  this  organization  and  its  predecessors.  She  inspired  all  with 
her  courage  and  concern  for  people. 

The  banquet  was  adjourned  and  the  meeting  was  reassembled  in  the  Venetian 
Room  of  the  Bentley  Hotel. 

Special  vocal  music  was  presented  by  Connie  Che  levert . 

Amy  Ward,  Director  on  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  was  the 
speaker  for  this  session.  The  following  are  excerpts  from  her  presentation, 
"Catch  a Vision  of  United  Methodist.  Women  in  Mission": 

Coloss ians  (Phillips)  1:26  "They  are  those  to  whom  God  has  planned  to 
give  a vision  of  the  full  wonder  and  splendor  of  his  secret  plan  for  all 
nations.  And  the  secret  is  simply  this:  Christ  in  you!  Yes,  Christ  in 
you  bringing  with  him  the  hope  of  all  the  glorious  things  to  come." 

You  are  a very  important  person!  You  are  important  because  of  your 
commitment  to  Christ.  You  are.  important  because  you  are  a United 
Methodist  Woman.  You  have  chosen  to  serve  Him  in  this  way.  As  United 
Methodist  Women  I believe  we  should  verbalize  our  commitment  to  Christ 
through  the  total  program  of  our  local  units.  We  act  our  commitment! 

You  are  important  to  the  wor'd-h.de  mission  of  God. 

Mission  is  first  and  foremos  God's  mission:  a mission  in  which  we 
participate  in  gratitude.  God  is  c missionary  God,  whose  mission  is  to 
redeem,  restore  and  reconcile  the  whole  creation  and  all  creatures. 
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God's  spirit  moves  in  mission  in  the  world  - stirring,  calling  and 
leading  us  into  participation  (but  still  continuing  moving  ahead  with  or 
without  us).  When  we  understand  that  mission  is  God's  action,  we  are 
able  to  discern  prayerfully  where  the  spirit  of  God  is  at  work  moving  in 
human  life  in  the  global  community.  We  go  in  God's  name  to  find  where 
God  has  already  gone  to  prepare  for  our  coming.  Thus,  we  participate  in 
God's  mission  in  an  attitude  of  humility,  openness,  sensitivity,  sharing, 
respect  and  partnership. 

United  Methodist  Women  participate  in  God's  mission  in  the  world  through 
the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  of  the  United  Methodist  Church. 

You  are  vital  to  the  life  of  the  GBGM.  I believe  United  Methodist  Women 
are  important  in  two  very  critical  areas.  The  first  is  leadership. 
Significant  leadership  is  offered  as  individuals  and  corporately  in  the 
GBGM,  the  conference,  district  and  local  church.  I have  come  to  realize 
that  we  have  something  special  to  offer  because  we  are  women.  Women 
look  at  the  world  in  a unique  way.  We  try  to  understand  the  view  of 
others.  We  are  practical.  We  have  a sensitivity  to  others  and  are 
willing  to  be  advocates  for  those  in  need.  We  are  willing  to  risk  and 
urge  the  church  to  be  risk-takers  too.  We  have  a fierce  commitment  to 
the  survival  of  the  world.  We  have  something  to  offer!  (Examples  of 
leadership  were  cited.) 


The  second  critical  area  of  participation  for  United  Methodist  Women  in 
the  life  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries  is  with  our  financial 
resources.  United  Methodist  Women's  pledge  to  mission  (undesignated 
giving)  is  an  essential,  reliable  source  of  funding  for  GBGM.  Last  year 
our  undesignated  gifts  were  more  than  17  million.  Of  this,  A. 8 million 
were  given  to  the  National  Division  and  an  equal  amount  to  the  World 
Division.  These  funds  supported  hundreds  of  persons  in  mission  and 
thousands  of  mission  projects  in  the  United  States  and  around  the  world. 
United  Methodist  Women's  pledge  is  truly  the  staff  of  life  for  mission. 
(Examples  of  projects  from  financial  resources  were  cited.) 

We  have  caught  a vision  of  how  we  are  in  God's  mission.  We  recognized 
our  strengths  in  leadership  and  in  the  importance  of  our  financial 
resources.  We  celebrate  what  we  can  accomplish  together  and  in  gratitude, 
we  praise  God  for  using  each  of  us.  Let  us  now  share  in  a "Living 
Litany",  rejoicing  in  the  lives  of  a few  of  you  here.  These  women  whose 
lives  we  will  share,  represent  each  United  Methodist  Woman  here  tonight. 

We  will  respond  with  a choral  response:  "Freely,  freely  you  have  received. 
Freely,  freely  give.  Go  in  my  name  and  because  you  believe,  others  will 
know  that  I live."

HYMN:  Hymn  No.  209  in  the  METHODIST  HYMNAL,  "Be  Still  My  Soul"  was  led  by 
Annette  Fortuna. 

SCRIPTURE:  Deuteronomy  8:11-20,  Luke  17:11-19 

REFLECTION:  Rev.  Kathryn  Dauphin  told  a story  as  an  example  of  our 
abundance  and  cited  some  observations  about  all  of  us.  As  Americans  we  have  so 
much  more  than  people  in  other  parts  of  the  world.  Ve  tell  ourselves  we  deserve 
what  we  have  because  we  have  earned  it  by  working  hard.  We  need  to  be  reminded 
as  Moses  told  the  Israelites  to  beware  lest  your  hearts  become  proud  and  forget 
your  God.  Luke  told  of  the  ten  lepers  Jesus  healed  and  of  only  one  who  turned 
back,  glorifying  God  with  a loud  voice  and  giving  thanks  to  Him.  She  questioned 
whether  we  give  thanks  to  God  for  our  blessings  and  glorify  Him.  Most  of  us 
eventually  get  around  to  acknowledging  our  gifts.  We  have  so  much  and  should 
not  have  to  be  reminded  to  thank  the  Lord,  She  closed  by  saying,  "I  don!t  need 
Moses  to  tell  me  not  to  forget  to  thank  the  Lord  because  I'll  eventually 
remember.  Wouldn't  it  be  good  if  I could  daily  be  the  one  out  of  ten  who  turned 
right  on  the  spot  to  give  thanks  for  all  I have.  Thanks  be  to  God,  our  Savior, 
our  Redeemer,  and  our  Sustainer." 

PRAYER 

ABOUT  THE  OFFERING:  Barbara  Woods  stated,  "This  year  we  are  sending  our 

offering  out  where  we  would  like  to  be  and  fortunately  where  we  can  be  in 
spirit.  We  are  sending  our  money  out  in  mission.  We  are  sending  it  out  to  do 
what  we  can't  go  and  do  ourselves.  We  are  sending  it  out  to  be  a symbol.  We 
are  sending  it  out  to  be  an  instrument  that  enables  people  who  are  out  there. 

They  have  to  have  our  support  just  as  we  have  to  have  their  support.  We  are 
seeding  it  in  a very  special  way  to,  honor  one  of  us  - to  honor  Virginia  Laskey  - 
you've  all  heard  about  her.  And  I know  because  of  the  nature  of.  our  organization 
and  the  personality  of  this  woman,  you  will  hear  about  her  some  more:  So 
remember  today  where  this  money  is  going,  what  this  money  is  going  to  do,  and 
in  whose  name  it  is  going."

"My  sisters  and  brothers,  I greet  you  with  peace  amd  love  of  Jesus,  our 
Christ.  As  a United  Nations  Interpreter,  I do  not  speak  all  six  official 
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languages  of  the  General  Assembly  which  are  Arabic,  Chinese,  English, 
French,  Russian,  and  Spanish;  but  like  the  representatives  of  the  159 
member  nations,  I too  speak  the  language  of  world  peace.  As  U.N. 
Interpreter  for  the  Women's  Division,  I receive  updates  on  plans  and  the 
work  of  the  United  Nations.  My  responsibility  is  to  explain  or  interpret 
to  United  Methodist  Women  and  United  Methodist  Churches  this  program  of 
information.  In  the  late  1970's  the  Women's  Division  seriously  reaffirmed 
its  support  of  the  United  Nations. 

In  the  formative  years  of  the  United  Nations,  people  understood  the  need 
for  change  in  the  ways  decisions  were  made  between  nations.  Today  there 
is  a lack  of  confidence,  and  people  question  why  we  need  the  United 
Nations . 

Women's  Division  sponsors  seminars  for  the  United  Nations.  In  1980  the 
Women's  Division  appointed  the  first  women  as  U.N.  Interpreters  who  are 
clustered  around  seven  major  cities.  The  upcoming  program  of  the  United 
Nations  General  Assembly  which  convenes  from  October  to  December  will  be 
previewed  for  the  twelve  interpreters.  The  main  purpose  of  the  United 
Nations  is  to  preserve  world  peace  by  way  of  meditating  and  resolving 
conflicts  and  prevention  of  conflicts. 

I have  been  commissioned  and  will  serve  an  8-year  term,  1986-1994,  and 
am  available  to  speak  to  conference  and  district  meetings,  workshops,  or 
to  any  group  that  will  listen.  Since  no  funds  are  provided  to  pay  my 
expenses  these  must  be  funded  by  the  group  requesting  my  coming. 

Audrey  led  the  assembly  in  the  Litany  for  the  International  Year  of 
Peace. " 

WORLD  METHODIST  CONFERENCE,  Nairobi,  Kenya.  Nancy  Carruth  presented  a 
detailed  report  on  the  World  Methodist  Conference.  Excerpts  from  her  address 
are  as  follows: 

The  meeting  I was  attending  was  the  Fifteenth  World  Methodist  Conference. 
The  theme  was  "Christ  Jesus  - God's  'Yes'  for  the  World."  Having  been 
named  to  the  Council  of  this  group,  our  meetings  began  a day  ahead  of 
the  Conference  in  the  amphitheater  of  the  Kenyatta  Center  - a beautiful 
convention  facility  in  Nairobi.  I felt  as  though  I was  part  of  the 
United  Nations  as  we  sat  there  going  about  our  business,  I had  a 
representative  from  South  Africa  on  my  left  and  one  from  Great  Britain 
on  my  right.  In  our  Council  session,  we  elected  officers  for  the 
quinquennium.  This  group  only  meets  every  five  years.  Bishop  Ben 
Oliphint  was  elected  one  of  the ' Presidents . Each  member  body  of  the 
Methodist  Church  has  a President  so  Bishop  Oliphint  will  represent  our 
United  Methodist  Church.  I was  elected  to  the  Executive  Committee  so  I 
will  now  have  somewhere  else  to  go  for  the  next  five  years. 

Do  you  know  what  the  World  Methodist  Council  is?  It  is  a self-governing 
body  made  up  of  64  churches  from  90  countries  and  all  are  branches  of 
the  Methodist  Wesleyan  tradition.  It  does  not  legislate  and  is  merely  a 
framework  for  a common  witness.  Their  aims  are  t:>  deeper,  worldwide 
fellowship,  cross  barriers,  promote  the  unity  of  the  Methodist  witness, 
and  participate  in  the  ecumenical  movement  as  part  of  the  larger  church. 
The  Council  seeks  to  advance  theological  and  moral  standards,  to  encourage 
evangelism,  and  consult  with  other  Christian  world  communions.  Geneva, 
Switzerland,  is  the  center  of  Christian  movements  and  we  have  an  office 
there  but  our  headquarters  are  at  Lake  Junaluska,  North  Carolina. 
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The  phrase,  "the  world  is  my  parish"  was  used  by  John  Wesley  in  response 
to  a letter  criticizing  him  for  roving  around  so  much  and  telling  him  to 
work  in  his  local  pastorate.  He  responded  with  these  words  and  we  have 
used  them  ever  since.  Thomas  Cooke  was  the  greatest  missionary  in  our 
movement,  having  been  called  by  many  the  Apostle  Paul  of  Methodism. 

Wesley  instructed  him  to  "Go  and  preach  the  gospel  to  all  the  world"  and 
Methodists  should  still  be  accepting  this  challenge. 

Our  conference  officially  began  with  a breath  taking  colorful  procession 
led  by  the  host  Bishop-Lawi  Imathieu,  carrying  his  own  country's  banner. 

Our  banner  from  the  United  States  was  carried  by  Bishop  James  Ault  who 
is  President  of  the  General  Board  of  Global  Ministries.  I have  never 
been  more  intensely  moved  as  we  sang  "All  Hail  the  Power  of  Jesus'  Name." 

As  we  went  forward  to  partake  of  the  elements,  I found  myself  receiving 
the  bread  from  Bishop  Bangura  of  Sierra  Leone  whom  I had  met  the  year 
before  in  Liberia.  Then  we  dipped  the  bread  in  a ceramic  replica  of  a 
cow  horn.  We  were  officially  welcomed  by  Bishop  Imathieu  who  called  his 
country  the  Eden  of  the  world  for  he  was  convinced  that  it  was  where 
mankind  started.  These  are  proud  people  and  we  are  told  they  were  rather 
amused  to  hear  it  said  that  David  Livingston  had  found  Victoria  Falls. 

The  Africans  said  they  knew  it  was  there  all  the  time. 

Each  morning  we  participated  in  a Bible  study  with  Dr.  Donald  English  of 
the  British  Methodist  Church,  then  we  would  gather  in  groups  of  twenty 
in  what  was  referred  to  as  "tents  of  meetings"  to  verbalise  with  each 
other. 

Our  final  day  in  Kenya  was  a free  one  and  we  arranged  to  go  to  Lake 
Nekura  to  see  the  beautiful  pink  flamingoes.  As  we  traveled  up  and 
around  the  mountain,  we  finally  came  to  the  top  and  before  us  lay  the 
beautiful  Rift  Valley.  This  is  an  indescribable  view.  So  beautiful. 

The  country  of  Kenya  is  indeed  a beautiful  one  - many  harsh  areas  where 
poverty  and  need  are  evident  but  truly  God  has  blessed  them  with  some  of 
His  most  gorgeous  scenery.  As  we  prepared  to  leave  this  scene  I thought 
back  on  all  that  had  happened  during  my  two  weeks  there  - the  high 
moments  - the  new  friends  met  - the  agonies  and  hurts  th$t  we  heard 
about  and  then  I read  recently  this  thought,  "When  a window  gets  broken 8 
it  is  broken  on  both  sides.  The  issue  should  not  be  who  broke  the  window 
but  how  we  can  work  together  to  fix  the  glass."  And  that  is  what  we 
must  do.  It  is  irrelevant  as  to  who  was  right  and  who  was  wrong.  Let 
us  put  all  that  aside  and  proclaim  to  all  the  world  that  God  is  Alive! 

He  is  Alive!  Amen  and  Amen. 

PLEDGE  SERVICE:  The  pledge  service  was  conducted  by  Judy  Rountree  and 
Barbara  Woods.  District  representatives  placed  symbols  representing  pledges  on 
the  altar  table.  The  theme  for  the  pledge  service  was  UMMW  which  stands  for  "U 
Make  Mission  Work".  Members  of  each  distRIct  stood  and  reaa  a pledge  response 
after  its  representative  presented  its  1987  pledge.  Pledges  were  as  follows: 
Alexandria  - $22,575.00,  Baton  Rouge/ Hammond  - $29,000.00,  Baton  Rouge /Lafayette  - 
$25,000.00,  Lake  Charles  - $35,000,00,  Monroe  - $25,000 .00 * New  Orelans/Houma  - 
$27,000.00,  New  Orleans/Slidell  - $26,815.00,  Huston  ~ $25,000.00,  and  Shreveport  - 
$42,688.00.  The  service  closed  with  a unison  prayer  for  affirmation  of  our 
purpose  in  mission. 

PRESENTATION  OF  SPECIAL  MISSION  RECOGNITION;  Janella  McCammon  stateo  that 
those  whom  we  honor  make  mission  work.  She  expressed  gratitude  and  praise,  for 
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the  members  of  the  Task  Group  on  Annual  Meeting  Program  for  their  efforts  and 
dedication.  Seola  Callahan,  Chairperson,  and  Lottie  Stinson,  Vice-Chairperson, 
were  awarded  a Special  Mission  Recognition  Pins-  gifts  for  mission  of  the  church 
have  been  forwarded  to  the  Women's  Division,  Board  of  Global  Ministries,  United 
Methodist  Church. 

United  Methodist  Women  honor  those  women  ministers  who  have  been  ordained  elders 
in  our  conference.  Mrs.  McCammon  presented  a Special  Mission  Recognition  Pin 
to  Rev.  Kathryn  Dauphin  and  expressed  our  pledge  to  support  her  with  our  love 
and  prayers  as  she  continues  in  her  ministry. 

HONORING  RETIRING  OFFICERS:  Rev.  Fay  Barrhartung,  Marion-Bird ' s Chapel 
United  Methodist  Church,  recognized  those  officers  who  were  completing  their 
terms  of  office  and  promoted  them  to  new  positions  - to  work  diligently  to 
bring  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  into  a new  century.  She  challenged  them  - 
noting  there  is  much  to  be  done  in  only  a short  while  before  the  new  century  if 
upon  us.  "You  are  called  by  God,  you  are  encouraged  by  the  word  of  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  empowered  by  the  Holy  Spirit."  Special  Mission  Recognition  Pins 
were  presented  to  Norma  Winegeart,  Barbara  Woods,  Madge  Lewis,  Lou  Alexander, 
Emily  Wiley,  Virginia  Aswell,  and  Jonelle  Walker. 

INSTALLATION  OF  NEW  OFFICERS:  Estelle  Dameron,  former  Conference  President, 
conducted  the  installation  service  for  the  newly-elected  officers.  Included  in 
the  ceremony  also  were  those  who  were  continuing  to  serve  in  various  capacities. 
Mrs.  Dameron  referred  to  Chapter  6 of  Isaiah  where  Isaiah  records  that  he  saw 
the  Lord  high  and  lifted  up.  In  his  vision  Isaiah  recognized  his  own  sinfulness 
and  his  own  unworthiness  and  when  he  expressed  it,  God  had  him  cleansed  and 
forgiven.  It  was  at  that  point  he  heard  the  voice  of  God  say,  "Whom  shall  I 
send  and  who  will  go  for  me?"  Then  Isaiah  said,  "Here  am  I,  send  me!"  She 
stressed  that  officers  are  summoned  to  serve  and  service  means  being  a servant 
with  responsibilities  and  dedication.  The  officers  were  asked  to  affirm  their 
acceptance  of  responsibility  and  commitment.  The  ceremony  closed  with  the 
congregation  standing  with  linked  hands  pledging  support  and  fellowship  for 
Conference  leadership  and  each  other.
